The Grand Division resumed business. 

The following report of the Committee on the State of the 
Order, was read, and on motion it was voted that the same be 
entered on the Journal: 

Grand Division S. of T. of Penna : 

By a resolution of the Grand Division, adopted at its Annual Session of 
1855, the G W P., the acting P G W P., and the G S., are constituted a 
Committee on the State of the Order, to report at each Annual Session. In 
compliance with the duty thus enjoined upon it, the Committee beg leave 
to report that, from the most reliable data within its reach, there were in ope- 
ration throughout the State, at the close of the Annual Session of 1858, sixty- 
six Divisions ; since which, fifteen Divisions have been revived and chartered; 
these added to those in existence in October, 1858, would make eighty-one; 
but as there appears to be but seventy-six actually in existence at the present 
time, it hence follows that five have become extinct during the year ; making 
a gain of ten Divisions during the year. The entire number of initiations 
into the Order throughout the State, since October, 1858, is 3,131 ; the expul- 
sions are 223 ; making a gain in membership of 2,908. 

The receipts from all sources, during the official year

To the O. W. P. and Members of the Grand Division , S. of T. of Penna: 

Brothers : 

Relative to the Appeal of J. G. Ellison against the action of Manayunk 
Division, No. 64, the Board of Discipline submit the following 

REPORT: 

The matter of grievance alleged, is the enforcement of the penalty prescribed 
in the following resolution, to wit : 

“ Resolved , That the R. S. be authorized to purchase/owr copies of the Di- 
gest of the Decisions of the Board of Discipline of the Grand Division ; one of 
which shall be deposited in charge of the W. P., for the use of the members 
during the meetings of the Division ; and the other three copies in charge of 
the R. S. and A. R. S., for the use of the members of the Division under the 
following rules: The A. R. S. shall enter in a book to be had for the pur- 
pose, the name of each member who receives one of the said books, and the 
date he receives and returns it. Each member will be allowed two weeks to 
keep out said book ; but for each and every week, any member keeps it over 
two weeks, he shall pay a fine of ten cents. The said fine to be charged and 
collected as other fines are.” 

By reference to “extract” from Minutes of October 7th, 1859, accompany- 
ing the appeal, it appears that the appellant was “fined for not returning the 
Digest agreeably to the resolution.” 

The grounds of appeal, as specially set forth, are 

1st, “ That the Division has no right to impose a fine, only through the 
operation of a By-Law .” 

2d, That the above quoted Resolution “has never received the approval of 
the Board of Discipline.” 

We are by no means prepared to adopt the views of the appellant in this 
case ; believing that a Division has the right and power to innict penalties by 
a simple resolution as fully and perfectly as through the medium of a By-Law. 
Were the Constitution and By-Laws of a Division the only legitimate rules 
for its government, the Rules of Order devised as specialties for the further 
good regulation of their affairs would be nugatory and meaningless, because 
wholly inoperative. 

Manayunk Division, by passing the matter as a mere resolution; gives to 
its members the right to repeal the same by a motion at any time ; whereas, a 
period of two weeks must intervene between the submission of a motion to 
repeal, and action thereupon, if embodied as a By-Law. 
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With regard to the second proposition, we conceive it to be necessary to 
say no more than that no provision has been made for the approval of mere 
resolutions; the “Principles of Discipline” making specific allusion to “By- 
Laws,” which are not so susceptible to change as an ordinary motion. 

Believing that Manayunk Division has not transcended its power in the 
adoption and enforcement of the within quoted rule, we offer for your ap- 
proval the following : 

Resolved , That the appeal of Brother J. G. Ellison against the action of 
Manayunk Division, No. 54, be dismissed.

The Grand Worthy Patriarch then read his report as follows : 

REPORT: 


To the Grand Division , S. of T. of Penna it 

Grand Representatives and Brothers : 

In accordance with established custom and constitutional rule, I here- 
with present you the usual report, and tender you my hearty congratulations 
on behalf of the cheering auspices and encouraging prospects of the Order. 

To this Sixteenth Annual Session of the Grand Division, we have doubtless 
each in common, looked forward with a degree of interest, as that period of 
time, when our labors in the cause of Temperance for another year snail have 
been sealed; and from hence, a new starting point, as it were, is ushered in. 

As introductory, I feel exceedingly gratified in being able to state, that 
with reference to the present condition of the Order, it has, numerically 
speaking, doubled its membership during the past year ; for the statistics of 
which, I respectfully refer you to the Report of the" Committee on the State 
of the Order. 

This cheering intelligence, bears with it much to inspire every individual 
with renewed energy and zeal in this work of love ; and before passing on, it 
may be well, to refer briefly to the causes of our recent rapid advancement. 

I am ready to concede, tnat much of the increase alluded to, is owinjg to 
the active co-operation, united exertion, and persevering efforts of the indi- 
vidual membership. It has been my province, and, indeed, privilege, in my 
frequent addresses, to attempt to show the importance of personal influence; 
and to prove, that every individual possesses within himself this gift, which 
he may exercise for the purpose of doing good. How far successful I have 
been to convince others of this invaluable truth, it is not for me to speak. 

Another reason for the growth of our body, is, without doubt, owing to the 
two series pf visitations made among the various Divisions ; the natural ten- 
dency of which was to bring the membership together and produce a more 
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Intimate fellowship, enhancing the social feelings, and originating a most 
commendable spirit of emulation and enthusiasm, which has been experienced 
throughout our entire jurisdiction. 

Again, the public meetings, held at various places throughout the State, 
have been of vast advantage. The interchange of sentiment and social feel- 
ing, has done much to awaken a new interest in the cause ; and having at- 
tended a number of these meetings held at different points through the 
country, I cannot but express my conviction of their efficiency, as well as 
acknowledge the intelligence, appreciation, and courtesy manifested, for the 
opportunities thus rendered. 

Among the causes, also, tending greatly towards the advancement of the 
Order, should be mentioned the prompt attention given to the extensive cor- 
respondence, as well as the active exertion of the Grand Scribe. This depart- 
ment has been most faithfully attended to ; and I deem it no act of superfluity, 
therefore, thus to make “ honorable mention” of the officer in question. 

Finally, I 4° not hesitate to aver that the organization of the Cadets of 
Temperance, has likewise considerably strengthened our borders. Notwith- 
standing there may be those found in the community, even men of intelligence, 
ready to decry and speak in condemnatory terms of these youthful societies, 
yet I am fully persuaded, that our cities, towns, and, indeed, society in gene- 
ral, lose nothing, at all events, by having the youth of our land fully indoc- 
trinated in those fundamental principles of total abstinence, whose influence 
may abide, even down to old age. I would urge, therefore, that by our coun- 
tenance and encouragement, we should ever esteem the organization of the 
Cadets as nurseries for the cause of Temperance ; looking forward with confi- 
dent hope, that in the brighter developments of the future, we shall witness 
at least, large numbers coming forward to supply and increase the ranks of 
the Sons of Temperance, who shall prove strong in their profession and 
earnest to labor for the redemption of those, who have unfortunately yielded 
to the intoxicating cup. 

Cheered, however, as we may be, by this brief view of the past, is but 
the precursor for far greater accomplishments, even more glorious success, if 
we but remain true to our privileges and trusts. The future is before us; true, 
not altogether cloudless, or without its forebodings. As the voice from above 
spoke to the children of Israel, when alarm and dangers threatened, and bid 
them Go Forward ; — so the same words would seem to emanate from amid 
the seeming embarrassments and hindrances to our noble enterprise, sounding 
in the ear of every devoted Son, as a token of encouragement, — “Go For- 
ward!” There can be no victory without persevering effort : there is no 
pressing duty but that requires some self-sacrifice. These facts assure us, then, 
that our progress hereafter must depend chiefly upon the individual effort of 
the membership ; and it is both futile and vain to expect success from any 
other source. 

How wonderful the effects of individual effort ? Some of the greatest names 
emblazoned upon the pages of history have thus purchased their renown ! — 
Men who thus reap, deserve the fame ; and I hazard nought in declaring that 
the humblest individual, who contributes but a mite in this work of God, de- 
serves the everlasting gratitude of the Republic. The evil against which we 
war, is emphatically a national evil ; and if the names of a Brainerd, Swartz, 
Judson, or Scudder, have been rendered immortal by their efforts to convert 
the heathen to Christianity; surely the names and the honor of those who shall 
succeed in rescuing and converting the debauched and lost inebriate to temper- 
ance, virtue, and sobriety, shall be inscribed in letters of enduring gold ; but 
failing of this, they will be written in the hearts and lives of those of grateful 
remembrance. 

Again, I have for some time past been impressed with the belief that our 
Division rooms should be schools of Temperance. There is certainly no more 
appropriate place that can be designated where the general principles of Tem- 
perance might be so well expounded and thoroughly explained. It is here 
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that the membership specially convenes for deliberation with regard to the 
interest of the cause ; and how appropriately, with other duties pertaining to 
the evening meetings, might some rules be adopted, in accordance with which, 
particular lessons of value might be imparted to those formerly of intemperate 
habits ; serving to establish them in their resolutions to reform, and throwing 
around them, as it were, a chain of friendly feeling from which it would be 
difficult to depart. 

They are precisely the persons who stand in need of counsel and instruc- 
tion. They are iust the individuals who require sympathy; and it matters 
little, what may be their peculiar circumstances or condition, whether rich or 
poor, learned or illiterate, they still require the helping hand, and none are 
too old to become recipients of this sort of tuition. 

If it could be arranged to have a series of short lectures, by such members 
as might be selected for the duty, as auxiliary to the above suggestion, I be- 
lieve it would eventually prove of a decided benefit to each and every Division. 

Another important duty devolving upon the Order, I conceive to be this : 
That whilst it is proper and right to give due attention to the internal inter- 
ests of the Order, if I may so speak, yet it is vitally important that our earnest 
and undivided efforts should be directed towards the youth and sober portions 
of the community. The child will, ere long, become a man. The parent, if 
favorable to temperance principles, may so much the more exert an untold 
influence. If the father loves himself, he will utterly discountenance the use 
of ardent spirits in every form; — and if he loves his children, he will, even 
with a more inveterate hatred, frown upon it as he would upon concentrated 
poison, — -and as Hamilcar brought Hannibal to the altar at eight years of age, 
and made him swear eternal hatred to the Romans , so every parent should 
bring his children to the altar, and persuade them to declare at least , and with 
all sincerity, eternal hatred to all that will intoxicate . Thus the young would 
then be taught both by precept and example. Why not endeavor to instil 
into the minds of our children, such a hatred of intoxicating liquors as we 
would desire to do with regard to the crime of falsehood or theft ? 

Why should any parent suffer his child to taste or drink only a little, any 
sooner than he should allow him to lie a little or steal a little? These I con- 
sider pertinent interrogations, and were they but extensively promulgated, 
might avail our cause much. Could we only get the sober-minded thinking 
portion of the community, to look at the subject in this light, and favor the 
plan of indoctrinating the youthful generation with those invaluable prin- 
ciples of total abstinence, we should have already in the field a prepared 
material well calculated to aid in the fulfilment of our mission. 

I apprehend that too many of those, who it may be, are prominently en- 
gaged m the Temperance reform, unconsciously overlook the fact that drunk- 
enness itself is only a natural result, or as it may be termed a positive symptom 
of a most formidable disease; and this disease is most palpably moderate 
drinking . This fashionable or moderate drinking, is emphatically the bane 
of society ; it is not only destructive to the morals, but tne happiness of the 
oommunity. Its seeds, like those of the upas tree, are pregnant with the most 
virulent poison, and prolific for the introduction of untold misery and ruin. 

Many are prepared to grant, I know, and freely acknowledge, that intoxi- 
cating beverages are the parents of nearly all the poverty, diseases, crime, des- 
titution, and madness found among mankind ; but who are slow to confess that 
moderate drinking is the predominant evil , the abominable vice, I had almost 
said, the universal curse of our land. Disguise the truth, I cannot, for it is 
patent to the experience of many thousands, that countless multitudes have 
become drunkards, — drunkards in the fullest sense of that term, simply 
through the temperate, moderate, yet habitual use of ardent spirits ; — there- 
fore, the natural inference is, that moderate drinkers , (and of this class their 
name is legion,) must be responsible for all the terrible effects that flow 
from the use of intoxicating liquors as a beverage. 

No trifling responsibility is this ; for it is an evil of tremendous magnitude. 
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To the careless observer, it may appear in less proportions ; but it is like 
the workings of an insidious disease in the system, stealthily yet surely pur- 
suing its dangerous course, until suddenly, it has entailed death and remedi- 
less destruction upon its victim. 

Be it then our fixed purpose and aim, to strike manfully at the very root 
of the evil ; never to sit down supinely, and court hopeless silence— but rather 
arouse to bold and persevering action, yielding not, and wearying not, until 
finally the cap stone shall have been set, with shouts of victory l I feel 
perfectly convinced in my own mind, that the Temperance reform is one of 
the great instrumentalities in the hands of God, best calculated to rescue 
fallen man from one evil habit directly, and indirectly, from many concomitant 
evils ; and whilst in the very brightest aspect of the subject, therefore, the 
intelligent friends of the cause only claim for it, an auxiliary and subordinate 
relation to Christianity, yet our principles, when faithfully received, applied, 
and obeyed, may, aided by Divine grace, nay more, certainly will, lead to the 
entire regeneration of the heart, to purity of life here, and the enjoyment of 
perfect bliss hereafter. 

I have only, before concluding this my last official report, to return my 
most sincere thanks to the brethren of the Grand Division, for the uniform 
and steadfast manifestation of their favor, kindness, and courtesy. 

During the term of my official career, I have enjoyed not only the confi- 
dence but the warm sympathy and friendly counsel of many, to whom I now 
desire to tender my grateful acknowledgments. 

To the Grand Scribe also my hearty thanks are due, for his invaluable 
assistance, so cheerfully proffered, and at all times acceptable. 

Although retiring from the active duties devolving upon the G. W. P., I 
trust ever to entertain a lively interest in the noble cause we have mutually 
espoused, steadily looking forward, and anxiously desiring, under the blessing 
oi God, the ultimate and final triumph of Temperance principles, as repre- 
sented through our glorious and beloved Order.

To the Grand Division S. of T. of Penna : 

Brothers : 

According to our established usages, and your expectations based upon 
those usages, I have the pleasure to present to you this my first Quarterly 
Report. 

it was my good fortune to enter upon the duties of the position in which 
your kind partialities placed me, under favorable circumstances. My prede- 
cessors in office were men who had a deep and abiding interest in the affairs 
of our Order, and consequently devoted much time and thought to the mat- 
ters connected with our welfare, and by judicious measures and self-sacrificing 
labors had succeeded in re-awakening to a good degree that attention of which 
the cause is so worthy. Their labors were warmly seconded by the goodly 
host of “ true and faithful” temperance men to be found in our various Divi- 
sions, men who enlisted for the war, and who, if we are to judge the future 
by the past, will never allow our flag to be lowered to the enemy, desert our 
standard, or prove recreant to “ the cause of all mankind.” 

It affords me pleasure at this time to advise you of the healthy condition of 
the Subordinate Divisions in our jurisdiction, and I am much mistaken if this 
year does not prove one of earnest labor in our cause, attended with corres- 
ponding good results. 

What we should aim for is a steady progress, and a firm and unflinching 
maintenance of our advancing position, always moving forward, and never 
retracing our steps. In every undertaking of life, the man who has right on 
his side has much to hope for, much in that one fact to bear him up against 
armed hosts of opposition, and enable him successfully to battle against diffi- 
culties and obstacles without number. If it is true, (and few will gainsay it,) 
that “conscience makes cowards of us all” when conscience is noton our 
side, it is equally true that a good conscience is better than a coat of mail or a 
host of followers. How strong then should be our position, how unwavering 
our confidence of success ! A bright future is before us if we but faithfully 
discharge our duty. Let the army of the Sons of Temperance occupy the land, 
and who can picture with the most fanciful imagination the blessed results ! 
Could we but destroy the many-headed monster of the stilly how many now 
crushed beneath his power would rise, bruised and bleeding, yet full of hope 
and bright anticipations, to bless us for the timely delivery I 

Cease not, therefore, my brothers, from your labors, but, on the contrary, 
redouble your efforts. Having put your hand to the plough, do not look back; 
turn over the soil, plant the good seed, and plant it in faith. It will grow and 
thrive, and bear good fruit. You may not see it, but it will nevertheless prosper. 
We are perhaps too fond of seeing the result of our labors, and, alas ! too often 
labor only where we expect to see the end of our labors. Look to the future ; 
plant seed whose growth takes centuries, ages, yea, eternity to mature. Remem- 
ber the earliest lesson of childhood, as conveyed in one of our first achieve- 
ments in putting words together to form a sentence — “ Do your best, and 
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leave the rest.” Work because it is your duty to work, and if you labor from 
a sense of duty, you can do so only in a good cause.

You may not see it, but others will; and while conscience 
pays you full interest on your outlay as you labor, the future will roll up the 
account, and make you to rejoice over so wise and so profitable an investment.

The Board of Discipline made report in the case of the appeal 
of Brother Harmer from the action of Germantown Division, No. 
57, as follows : 

To the Grand Division S. of T. of Penna : 

Brothers : — Touching the appeal of Bro. Lemuel G. Harmer against Ger- 
mantown Division, No. 67, relative to the expulsion of Bro. Matthias Ployd, 
upon a charge for violation of Art. II., the Board of Discipline submits the 
following : 

The grounds of objection are manifold, to wit : 

1st The non-presentment of evidence in the case, when called for by the 
appellant 

2d. That the charge was not preferred until eighteen months subsequent to 
the alleged commission of said offence ; and not then, until his application for 
sick benefits. 

8d. That the notification of the same was left at the house of the accused 
while he was lying sick, and was not read by him, nor the contents thereof 
made known to him, until within an hour of the time at which the trial was 
to take place, and that by reason thereof the proceedings were ex-parte. 

4th. That at the subsequent meeting, (i. e. the meeting at which he was 
expelled,) this appellant appeared with witnesses for the accused, and made 
denial (by authority of accused) of the thing alleged. — That the committee ' 
were then and there requested to visit the house of the accused, he being un- 
able to leave his bed, and bring with them the accuser ; affirming his ability 
to convince said accuser that he was mistaken relative thereto ; — that said 
committee refused to accede to the request, and were not coerced to visit by 
said Division. — That this appellant has no doubt that the accused could, had 
his request been granted, have fairly established his innocence of the matter 
with which he stood charged, by showing that the wine which he was accused 
of 'drinking was refused by him, and drank by his son; — and further, that 
said accused maintained this declaration until his death. 

In reply to the first objection interposed, the case is fhllv met by the min- 
utes accompanying the appeal, in the which we find the following : 

“ I poured out and handed the accused a glass of wine , on the premises of 
Benjamin Lehman, in the month of December, 1858 ; and he, Matthias Ployd, 
Sr., drank it as a beverage, in my presence. No one else could have seen him 
drink it, for I was the only person with him. There can be no mistake about 
it, for I gave it to him , and he drank it. 1 * 

This is the language of the accuser, who, at the time at which the offence 
was committed, was in no wise connected with our Order. There is no record 
of a call for the reading of the same, the which could have been readily met 
by the production of the above quoted evidence. 

With regard to the second point urged, we would say that promptness to 
preferment of charges is always desiraMe, and in fact is specifically set forth 
m Art. X., Sec. 2, Constitution. In this particular case, however, the accuser 
was not, at the time set forth in the charge, a member of the organization, 
and therefore was not cognizable by the law. Under the circumstances, how- 
ever, we think, the brother would have done well to have made a formal 
charge upon his introduction to the Division, were he knowing to the require- 
ments of the rule in question. 

The third point is by no means conclusive. The whole record shows that 
the committee served upon the accused a proper notification. With this, their 
duty was discharged. Were such a demurrer admissible, the whole proceed- 
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ings of such committees, and in fact the law itself, would be rendered a nul- 
lity, by the negligence or obstinacy of accused parties to acquaint themselves 
with the necessary preliminary action in such cases. The fact, that the brother 
was advised one hour in advance of the intended action in his case, gave to 
him an opportunity either to produce testimony in rebuttal, or to ask for a 
stay of proceedings, to the ena that such testimony might be offered ; the 
which, by reason of such short notice, he cannot immediately produce. The 
proceedings, it is true, were ex-parte ; but they were made sucn, not through 
informality, but by the failure of the accused to give proper attention at the 
specified time. 

The last point urged is perfectly inadmissible. Action had already been 
taken, and the only redress for the discontented was by appeal. In this mat- 
ter the Division has acted wisely. At no period, until after the case had been 
fully settled, was there an intimation that the accused either wished to intro- 
duce or even possessed testimony of a character adverse to the alleged offence ; 
hence the Division could do no less than that which has been done. 

The case is a hard one, which might have been divested of much of its bit- 
terness, had the brother knowing to the offence given information upon his> 
admission to the Order. The now deceased brother would then have been 
afforded ample time in which to substantiate his innocence, and this appeal 
never have arisen. Under the circumstances, however, we can do nothing 
further in the matter than to present the following : 

Resolved , That the action of Germantown Division be confirmed, and the 
appeal dismissed.

The query submitted to the Board of Discipline is, “ Whether a party ex- 
pelled for non-payment of dues may be proposed for and elected to member- 
ship (non-beneficial) before the expiration of the six months, as specified in 
Art. VII., Sec. 6, Constitution.” 

The query sets forth that O. Templin was, on January 81st, 1860, expelled 
for non-payment of dues, and upon the 7th February following was proposed 
for honorary membership ; he wishing to retain his connexion with said Divi- 
sion, till the period whereat he might be admitted to full membership. * The 
inquiry is as to the right to grant admittance. 

The term honorary we suppose is intended for non-benefit , as “honorary” 
membership is inadmissible. 

The case is clear, and may be, decided in a few words. Art. VII., Sec. 6, 
Constitution, emphatically asserts that “ Any member having been expelled, 
shall not be proposed for membership , under six months from the date of expul- 
sion.” This is a proposition for membership, and whether of a benefit or non- 
benefit character, subject to the rule quoted. 

This case is further met by Art. V., Sec. 2, Constitution, which declares, 
that “ persons of old age, or under disability or sickness, may be admitted, 
but remain in the position of members not entitled to benefits.” Were the 
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matter of time wholly disposed of, the applicant could not be admitted, since 
the record shows that he belongs to neither of the classes herein enumerated. 

As a favorable action upon this proposition would conflict with and render 
nugatory one of the most important of our laws, we must decide that no alter- 
native is left the applicant, but to wait the constitutional period.

Brother P. G. W. P., Smith: 

At the close of your official career as presiding officer, the Grand Division 
of Pennsylvania, by a unanimous vote, in a series of resolutions, expressed 
its due appreciation of your services to the Order and the cause. The pros- 
pects of the Order at the close of your term were in a high degree cheering, 
and I am happy to say, still continue to be so. Without undertaking to ap- 
propriate a definite proportion of a great general result to particular individual 
efforts, which might seem invidious, we may safely say, that no one occupying 
as conspicuous a position as you did, could pursue a course of enlightened and 
aealous activity, without producing a large amount of effect. Such has been 
and is the opinion of your brethren of the Grand Division. 

Next to the approbation of our own consciences, the sweetest reward for 
our labors is the kind and just appreciation of those whom we value and 
esteem. Fortunately both these sources of enjoyment are open to you. 

Under the influence of these impressions, a number of your brethren, de- 
sirous to embody the opinion of the Grand Division in a form which might 
serve as a parlor ornament, and at the same time as a gratifying memorial to 
your family, have had prepared this testimonial, and have devcuved upon me 
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the pleasant duty of publicly presenting it to you on their behalf, which I now 
gladly do, along with my personal wishes for your future prosperity and use- 
fulness. 

Bro. Smith, on receiving the beautiful present from the hands 
of Bro. Paxson, responded as follows : 

. G. W. P., Officers, aitd Brothers : 

My dear Brother: — In reply to your complimentary and flattering ad- 
dress, it is incumbent upon me to offer a frank acknowledgment of my feel- 
ings, together with a due appreciation of the beautiful gift herewith tendered 
to me. 

I shall not disguise the truth, that I feel highly honored in being made the 
recipient of these laudatory resolutions ; whilst modesty suggests the thought 
that the success alluded to was not the result alone of my individual effort, but 
rather the union of heart and interest in others combined to labor in a good 
cause. 

Permit me a few words of explanation. When I consented to become a 
candidate for the chief executive office of this State in our noble Order, I had 
but an imperfect idea of the duties devolving upon that officer. After being 
chosen, however, the standard-bearer for the year, I determined, by the help 
of Him, who willingly assists the efforts of those engaged for the promotion of 
good, that I would diligently endeavor to increase the moral as well as the 
numerical strength of our beloved Order, to the best of my ability. How far 
this purpose was fulfilled, it does not become me to speak ; but I am free to 
confess, that whatever efforts I might have made, without the generous and 
ready co-operation of my noble brothers, and of you, sir, especially, would 
have exhibited a very different and far less successful result. 

Previous to my acceptance of the position which I had the honor to occupy 
last year, and which has resulted in the production of these flattering resolu- 
tions, (and from a body of men, to be associated with whom, enhances my 
pride,) I must acknowledge I had entertained a very mistaken opinion of their 
energy and perseverance. This opinion, however, I am pleased to say, has 
undergone a most radical change ; for, on the contrary, I found in this bro- 
therhood scores of warm-hearted, noble, and benevolent spirits — men disposed 
to labor faithfully to the extent of their ability, and who wearied not, even 
though successive days and nights of toil demanded their time and effort. 

Such being the case, a few brethren at the outset resolved that the official 
year should be marked by a larger increase than had previously taken place. 
Actively and promptly at duty’s call they led the way, whilst others followed, 
with the determination of accomplishing the work before us ; and there is no 
presumption in declaring that a good work was done. I have not the vanity 
to arrogate to myself the success of the work in question ; never. But to you, 
my brothers, and to your united exertions, the brotherhood are indebted 
for whatever moral or numerical increase of strength which so cheered our 
hearts, animated our purposes, and gave renewed power to our borders. 

I feel, moreover, to-night, that were it practicable, others of the brothers 
deserve to have, not only these eulogistic resolutions presented to them, but 
even additional sentences, with reference to their self-denial and efficiency in 
the glorious work of striving to reform the inebriate, and save the sober man 
from becoming the inebriate. Por myself, I simply claim nothing. True, 
there is a pleasing consciousness in the reflection, that I have endeavored to 
do my duty ; and in this connexion, whilst accepting of the invaluable gift 
tendered to me, allow me to say, that I sincerely, earnestly, and with a grate- 
ful heart, thank the entire brotherhood, through the Grand Division, for this 
distinguishing mark of their confidence and esteem. The tribute, unsullied 
and beautiful as it is in its design and embellishment, shall be held in lasting 
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remembrance ; whilst the other cardinal principles upon which we base our 
efforts — “ Love, Purity, and Fidelity ” — together with the sentiment of these 
resolves, I trust shall serve to stimulate me to continued and willing service ; 
possessing at the same time the hope, that my future course shall never give 
occasion for any to declare that I have been unworthy the double honor 
already conferred. 

My friends, let us ever remember, we are engaged in a work that has for 
its object the restoration of those bound as slaves by the servile chains of in- 
temperance ; more than this, we are engaged in a warfare, for the abolition 
of a habit# or, if possible, prevention of a course of life which leads to death! 

The obligation is a most serious one ; — the field of suffering is boundless — 
the work is arduous — it behooves us, therefore, to propound the question, are 
we individually doing what we can for suffering humanity — to redeem the 
fallen from the degradation of intemperance, and to warn the moderate 
drinker of the dangerous chasm before him ? And whilst it is well to inquire, 
what is our duty in this work, let us also ask, what is the duty of every good 
citizen with regard to this subject? I reply, that it is most emphatically the 
bounden duty of every man and woman in the community (especially those 
who bear the Christian name) to aid personally, and help collectively, to pro- 
mote the blessed cause. 

Why, then, is there so much apparent indifference and apathy in so good 
a cause ? I answer, because the evil has been stealthily coming upon them for 
generations ; and becoming familiar with it, they do not perceive either the 
vastness or the enormous wickedness of it. Like the principle of sin itself, 
men do not behold its boundless empire, nor even discover its hideousness and 
serpentiner deformity ; but they live in and breathe an atmosphere filled with 
depravity and corruption, and thrive and enjoy the poison for a season, seem- 
ingly regardless of consequences. Nevertheless, the evil principle is there, and 
an evil of tremendous magnitude it is; and so the curse of intemperance, blight- 
ing the whole surface of creation, is, by too many, glanced upon as a very small 
matter, though certain in its consequences to entail lasting suffering, unallevi- 
ated woe, and remediless destruction upon multitudes, who sport and tamper 
with the liquid fire. Surely the large majority of mankind have not weighed 
this subject as they should. Charity compels us thus to conclude ; or otherwise, 
we would be more censurable than the uncivilized and barbarous nations ; for 
even they would not tolerate such a fraud as is constantly practised upon the 
community in Tyhich we live. 

In view of these things, what then is the conclusion of the whole matter ? 
It is this : Let us endeavor to find the path of duty, and then manfully per- 
form our part. Let us, my brothers, whether it be little or much, do what we 
can to carry forward the great scheme of reform, resting assured, that while 
we are working for the unfortunate victim of ardent spirits, we are working 
for humanity, and thereby forwarding the best interests of society. 

It is not enough that we express a strong desire for the success of the cause ; 
it is not enough that we are ready to sympathize with the laborers in the tem- 
perance field ; it is not enough that we understand the use of the means neces- 
sary to accomplish our purpose. No, let us go forward to combat the evil, to 
stand fast in tne conflict, and never surrender our principles, believing that 
eventually victory, glorious victory, will crown unswerving perseverance. 

Again, my dear brothers, through you I thank the Brotherhood for this 
beautiful ornament, and may the children of the recipient be able in future 
years to say, the principles which that was designed to perpetuate were neyer 
surrendered by our father. 

The ode, “Blest be the tie,” &c., was then sung in full chorus 
by the whole assembly, accompanied by stirring melodeon music. 
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Bros. Sloan, Feaster, and others, made short addresses. The 
closing remarks of the evening were made by G. W. P., Duff.

arch made his report as follows: 


EEPOET. 


To the Grand Division S. of T. of Penna : 

Brothers : — It is our privilege to meet again in the prosepution of our 
labors as a Grand Division ; and we are admonished of the flight of time by 
the fact, that this is the third quarterly session of our official year. Soon an- 
other year will be added to our history as a Grand Division, and it is well at 
this stage of our existence as such, to ask, What has been done by each one of 
us to advance the cause we are professedly united to maintain, support, build 
up, and extend, that it may be passed from our, to other hands, with brighter 
prospects ? This query and the response made by honest consciences, will not, 
I fear, fill many or any with exultation. Too many of us, my brothers, in re- 
gard to this great work, and the urgent calls on our sympathy, have said, “ I 
go,” and “went not;” and while it may be profitable to arraign ourselves be- 
fore the bar of conscience, it is certainly a task from which we cannot derive 
much pleasure. What have I done ? would require but few figures to make 
an answer, unless, indeed, they might be figures of speech to give an idea mi- 
croscopically of something too small to be visible to the unaided mind’s eye. 
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What could I have done ? would, with any thing like an honest answer, 
bring the blush to our cheek in view of our indolence, selfishness, aye, wick- 
edness ; while the very important question, What remains to be done to res- 
cue humanity from intemperance and its attendant evils ? would bring before 
us labors so gigantic, and a burden so enormous, that an Atlas would shrink, 
and a Hercules hesitate to take a part even in such a work though aided by a 
thousand of their fellows. It were vain, however, to endeavor to measure or 
calculate the great extent of this great work. We are quite certain it is great 
enough to require our most strenuous efforts, and important enough to demand 
them. Some shrink from the work because there is so much to do. A poor 
excuse indeed — “ Because I cannot do every thing I will do nothing.” — An 
excuse emanating only from a consummately indolent or selfish disposition. 

It would afford me very great pleasure, my brothers, to advise you that we 
are progressing rapidly in numbers and in influence, — but truth compels me 
to say, that we are doing comparatively little. It is true, I believe, the Divi- 
sions are generally holding their own, and also that some few additions are 
being made; but not one of us I fear, has done enough to satisfy or quiet in 
the most perceptible degree the voice of conscience in the matter — conscience 
educated by our beautiful Rituals — by our intercourse together, and by the 
every-day knowledge thrust upon us of the enormous and awful evils of in- 
temperance— ^enormous in amount and awful in detail. 

These remarks, my brothers, I am compelled to admit, apply as much, and 
perhaps more, to myself than to you ; for it is surely true, that until we go to 
work individually, our meeting together as Subordinate, Grand, or National 
Divisions, will be unattended with beneficial results. It should be understood 
that we meet together to consult, and separate to act. We should meet as 
Sons of Temperance to review the lessons of our Order ; to learn more tho- 
roughly our duty, and part to do it. But how to do it ? Alas, too often we 
meet in our Division rooms, go through our ceremonies, sing our odea, leave 
off our regalias, and with them the remembrance of our binding obligations. 

“’Tis true* ’tie pity, and pity ’tis ’tis true.” 

It is sad for those who undoubtedly would be benefited by our well-meaning 
efforts, and sad for ourselves that we do not now in the seed-time of opportu- 
nity take advantage of the many occasions inviting, yea entreating effort, that 
we may afterwards reap a continued harvest. 

The coming season and its attendant influences, calls loudly on us for earn- 
est effort in our cause. The political campaign now going on, will number 
among its victims a great host of slain or mortally wounded in hope and hap- 
piness, by intemperance. You and I know of those who have been drawn into 
this great maelstrom by preceding contests of a like nature. 

Let us therefore do our duty, hold high our banner, and let our voice be 
heard above the din and strife, and God help the right.

Brother Mitchell, of the Grand Division of Nova Scotia, was here called upon 
by the G. W. P., and addressed the Grand Division as follows : 

Grand Worthy Patriarch : 

I believe Sir, this is the first time that I have ever had the honor of 
addressing a Grand Division, and must thank the Order in Nova Scotia for 
the privilege thus conferred. I feel pleased to meet with this assembled wis- 
dom and wit of your Order and behold this open display of unwavering fidel- 
ity, shining talent, and patient perseverance. But a few months ago was I 
initiated into the Grand Division, of Nova Scotia, and cannot, therefore, claim 
much acquaintance with its transactions. My line of remark must conse- 
quently lie more in the direction of the Order’s general aspect. The Grand 
Division is well attended and numbers largely. It has occupied its time with 
spirited discussions upon prohibition, among other matters. Its members feel 
an earnestness and a whole-souledness in this object not to be mistaken or 
ignored. They have brought into the field of their labors an amount of in- 
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dustry, courage and genius, which, under the guardianship of their prayers is 
raising up a highway to a most glorious success. The results which are al- 
ready blossoming into beauteous effervescence and shedding forth the rich 
perfume of our olive branch of Peace, our dear-bought, cherished virtue Tern • 
perance, may be gathered from the signification of our local prohibitory laws. 
There are left to the discretion of our county juries, for adoption or rejection, 
and in many sections they have been thus established with the full force and 
majesty of cur Provincial Statutes. This is not all. With an appreciative 
tact they have moulded Temperan'ce into a generality, not only a speciality, 
and formed Temperance Clubs and Associations on a common model. Names 
are solicited for membership with the right of a full participation in their pro- 
ceedings, and officers are selected from them to give an embodiment system to 
these societies. When needed, the Sons of Temperance give their warm sup- 
port, not only by their presence, but a language, too, pointed and thrust home 
to the hearts and consciences of their auditors. This allows our concentra- 
ted forces to diffuse and take a wider range of action — hence a more wide 
spread and hallowed effect. I think 1 can see a greater interest multiplying 
in our cause. We have enlisted the co-operation of our clergymen by signa- 
tures to documents binding them to sworn eternal hatred to Alcohol and its 
leash. Some may be seen on the public platform, among the foremost of our 
advocates. The same is contemplated for doctors and then lawyers. This 
accomplished, our horizon will dawn with more clear and radiant hopes, and 
on we march to triumph and to glory. With my most respectful gratitude for 
your magnanimous welcome to me as an individual, I would beg to add, in the 
name of the Grand Division of Nova Scotia, a most fervent acknowledgement 
of the high honor and favor you have thrust on its representative. 

Brother Galbraith, of the Grand Division of Delaware, was also called upon 
by the G. W. P., and responded in a brief encouraging address. The Breth- 
ren were welcomed to Pennsylvania by Brother Duff, in an earnest and frater- 
nal manner. 

The Grand Worthy Patriarch presented the following 
ANNUAL REPORT : 

Officers and Members of the Grand Division : 

Worthy Brothers : 

We may, with great propriety, congratulate ourselves on being assem- 
bled together in a cause demanding and receiving the interest of the wise and 
good of all classes. Our numbers are not, indeed, commensurate with the 
claims of this work, but they are sufficient to encourage us m the belief that 
success will ultimately crown our efforts. 

It is gratifying to look around this Hall and find here at this Seventeenth 
Annual Session of the Grand Division of Pennsylvania, the men who were 
foremost amongst those who planted the system in our State, and have stood 
by it in clouds and sunshine, in prosperity and adversity, ever firm in the belief 
that there was a bright future of long continued usefulness before them, and 
that the Providence who put it into the hearts of good and benevolent men 
to found the Order, would open wider doors of usefulness, and lead to more 
extended fields of conquest. Some, too, who were of the first to labor in ihis 
jurisdiction have, by circumstances, been transferred to others, where their 
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efforts are characterized by zeal and rewarded by beneficial results. Streams 
from this source have found their way to other States and Territories, and 
there invigorated hundreds with the pure draughts drawn from this fountain. 

Without entering into details, which will be found in place in the regular 
Committee reports, I would only say, that we are something in advance of 
our condition last year, both as to the number of Divisions in active operation, 
and of members in good standing. And this, too, after a large number, as 
will be seen by the statistical tables, have been cut off from membership for 
violation of Article 2d, non-payment of dues, and the number still further re- 
duced by resignation. 

Of those who have left us for the two last named causes, it will not be con- 
sidered presumption to say, that many are and will continue to be temperance 
men, and (eel bound by principle and interest to abide by the pledge. And 
even of those poor unfortunates, who have, in an evil hour yielded to the 
power of habits formed before their connection with us, there may be some 
whose sober second thought, after being again “stung by the adder/’ has led 
them to make other and successful efforts to disenthral themselves and break 
the fetters that would otherwise bind them down to ruin and to death. 

In order that our meeting together on this oecasion may be of benefit to 
ourselves, our respective Divisions, and this Grand Division, and then, by 
means of all these instrumentalities, a beneficial reflection be thrown upon 
society, it may be well to consider the cause which called forth this organiza- 
tion, the extent and importance of our work, the means best adapted to ac- 
complish that work, and then by these measures applied scrutinizingly to our- 
selves, examine honestly, each for himself, how far he has done his duty. 

If we want to get at the truth, this must be done fairly, and honestly, though 
the result may prove us to be very dwarfs in the great contest, misers in 
effort, and selfish beyond the power of figures or comparison to estimate. 

Intemperance covers our land like a pall, and no human tongue can describe, 
or imagination picture the overwhelming evil resulting from this, the curse of 
the world. War is an evil, but war does not always wage and rage. The 
belching cannon sometimes ceases its roar and takes breath for years in peace. 
The rattling, death dealing musket and rifle disgorge their vengeance and re- 
tire to the seclusion of some arsenal or armory . to be covered by the dust of 
time. The sword leaps from its scabbard, and flashing amid the din and strife 
‘goes crashing through the brains of its victims, drinks its fill of blood and 
then retires, gloated and satiated to its scabbard to be eaten up by the rust 
of its own misdoings, and leave men unaffrighted by its keenness and its ven- 
geance, for awhile at least. 

But intemperance and its swarms of harpies seem to be leagued together 
and sworn to continue an eternal warfare, as long as there is happiness to be 
turned into misery, as long as there are wives to be made widows, and children 
to be left orphans. Perpetual motion seems to be their moving power ; their 
forges belch and bellow, crackle and flare, by night and day. The devil’s 
workmen turn out their iron collars, chains, and manacles for our fathers, our 
brothers, our sons, and ourselves, and other more terrible collars, chains, and 
manacles, to bind to these victims the more wretched, because more sensitive 
and helpless, mothers, sisters, wives, and daughters. 

Pestilence will sometimes sweep over our land, devastate our cities, and 
cause a cry to go up such as went up from Egypt because “there was not a 
house in which there was not one dead,” but at length the pestilence exhausts 
its poison and ceases to rage, and men walk forth to meet in the marts of busi- 
ness without fear, and friend greets friend, devoid of dread of contagion ; but 
the worm of the still knows no rest, no satiety, its appetite “grows by what it 
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feeds upon/' and its unceasing, its unabated cry is “give, give.” Its poison- 
ous breath is poured forth in an uninterrupted stream ; its poisonous fangs 
grow more and more sharp by use, and their bite more vigorous and fatal. 

Storms rage over land and sea, sweeping down forests in their course, 
crushing families beneath the timbers of their once happy homes, destroying 
the bright prospect of the farmer and the sustenance of thousands ; then leaping 
upon the ocean incites its waters to anger, its waves to open treacherously 
and swallow up its victims in myriads, but even “after a storm comes a calm,” 
the forests grow again, the dwellings rear their heads, and the voice of mirth 
and gladness is heard once more around the hearth ; the rolling waves are 
satisfied with the number of their victims, and quietly and safely convey men 
to foreign lands for pleasure or tor gaiu, or return them over their bosoms to 
home and friends. Not so, however, the storm of intemperance, which know- 
eth no calm. It is an unceasing storm, growing darker and more terrible in 
its fury and its strength, widening it3 area, increasing its circumference, ex- 
tending its dominions, until almost every family has its dead, yea, and its worse 
than dead, its living victims. 

It was a knowledge of these facts which led a few friends of humanity to 
lay the foundation of this order ; to rear on those foundations a fortress into 
which men might flee and be safe ; a harbor in which craft of all sizes might 
ride securely in “clear, bright, sparkling water,” a shelter beneath which all 
who seek protection would be safe, from the “all pervading destroyer.” 

Their efforts have been blessed and the circle extended far beyond their ex- 
pectations. The beams from our order have dispelled many a cloud and driven 
the demon from many a household. Praise has gone up to heaven in answer 
to our labors, and columns of prayer arise for our continued success. 

In view of all the facts and circumstances, what then is our duty. Our 
Divisions, wherever originated, have done good ; wherever they continue to 
exist they continue to do good, and where they have ceased to exist there has 
been a decline in the growth and spiead of pure operative temperance senti- 
ment. 

To work successfully and efficiently, men must be brought together, kept 
together, and induced to labor in concert together. Most earnest was the 
command of the founder of the Christian religion to his followers, that they 
“forsake not the assembling of themselves together,” and if this or any other 
land is ever rid of this evil it will be brought about by concert of actions by 
that Union in which there is strength. 

Each of us here, if true to our profession, believe it to be important that 
our order be represented by Divisions in our respective neighborhoods. If 
this be true, ana it is true, every vicinity should have its Division, its band of 
“true and faithful,” called together at stated intervals to devise means to re- 
claim the fallen, rescue and warn those who are in danger, and above all, re- 
move temptation from the way of those likely to be tempted. This last 
should indeed be the mark at which we should all aim. It is certainly well to 
station a sentinel by the side of a dangerous pit to caution the unwary lest 
they fall into it and be destroyed, but it would certainly be much better if 
possible to fill up the pit, or bridge it over safely, and then the sentinel 
would have time to go and fill up or bridge over other pits. 

Those of us who are here have doubtless settled in our own minds the ques- 
tion of duty in regard to maintaining our own Divisions. It should be borne 
in mind that the same reasoning settles the question in regard to the estab- 
lishment or revival of Divisions in places now destitute. Some of the most 
important localities in the State are without a branch of our organization, 
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and that, too, where a few years ago we had many, composed of earnest and 
apparently efficient workers. 

If we cross the Allcghanies and pause at Pittsburgh, the city next in im- 
portance in this Commonwealth, to the one in which we are now assembled, 
we seek in vain for a meeting room of a Division. The beautiful words of 
our ritual are no more heard ; the soul-stirring music of our odes has ceased. 
We knock, but no brotherly ear is there to hear our appeal for admittance. 
The doors are closed alike to the worthy and the unworthy. The voices of 
of those who often sung together, 

“Our plighted duties we shall still 
Achieve with heart and hand, 

And evermore through good and ill 
By one another stand,” 

have become hushed, and a silence reigns, calculated to fill our minds with 
sadness and bring our hearts nigh unto despair. And this is true of other 
and important points, and where will you find points that are not important? 
Our enemies, and the enemies of our cause, the distillers and the traffickers 
in ardent spirits, do their work thoroughly, and cover all the ground. Their 
doors are always open for the entertainment of man and beast, an important 
stipulation, by the by, with more truth in it than the hosts or their customers 
would be pleased to admit. 

We should have this day in our jurisdiction ten Division where we have 
but one, and our membership increased in more than a corresponding ratio ; 
and it would be so if you and I and the brothers of our Order did our duty. 

Everything in nature increases and grows as long as it has life, and when it 
ceases to grow it begins to die, and will die and be dead unless a reaction takes 
place. 

We love our Order ; it is a noble Order, and composod of noble men. It is 
too good a thing to die ; too good to stand still ; it must not stand still ; on- 
ward must be our watchword. Let us go in and take the land, erect our 
standards all over the State, within sight of each other, and then the sentinels 
will respond from city to city, from village to village, “ all is well,” the foe is 
conquered, our homes are homes of peace, our children are safe, our fetters 
are broken, our burden of taxation lightened and we breathe not the pesti- 
lential breath of alcohol. 

Before closing, permit me in justice to myself and the members of this 
Grand Division, and the subordinate Divisions connected therewith, to make 
my grateful acknowledgement for their uniform kindness during the term of 
office now about to cease. In laying down the responsibilities of that office, 
which you were pleased to confer upon me one year ago, I take up a burden 
of indebtedness of no inconsiderable weight, and cannot do more than hope 
that “ in whatever station you may be called upon to fill,” you may find as 
much kindness, and as much forbearance, as much brotherly courtesy as it has 
been my happiness to experience.

order, established at an early period, and confides in the G. W. P., an offi- 
cial prerogative not ceded to that officer by tho Constitution, and which may 
at some period prove subversive of right and of the harmony of the order ; 
therefore. 

Resolved, That said resolution which gives to the G. W. P., tho power to 
grant cleat ance cards with full restoration of honors, lost by a loug continued 
broken connection with the order to persons whose withdrawal cards have ex- 
pired and divisions been defunct for a greater or less period of time, should 
be and hereby is declared unconstitutional and thereby null and void and of 
no effect.

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The Gra#d Worthy Patriarch presented his Quarterly report as follow^ : 

QUARTERLY REPORT: 

Of pie Grand Worthy Patriarch of the S. of T. of Penmylvan ia,for 
January 23(7, 1861. Session held at lowanda. 

Brethren : 

The quarter that has just terminated, has not been signalized by any 
striking movement in the order under our jurisdiction, for good or for evil. 
The Subordinate Divisions liave, most' of them, been regularly initiating new 
members, and but one has I believe given up its Charter. While there has 
been no sudden or unusual increase in the membership, there has been q. regu- 
lar addition to our ranks in all the Divisions. 

'* I have remarked that those Divisions which are the most prosperous admit 
female visitors. This feature is finding favor not only in our State, but in some 
pf the neighboring States. In Philadelphia, the largest and most prosperous 
Divisions, are those which admit females. 

It 4s possible that success jn our reform will in future be associated with the 
admission of ladies to our meetings. I would recommend the careful and prayer- 
ful consideration of this matter to the members of the order throughout the 
State. 

At a late meeting of the G. D. a resolution was adopted, authorizing the 
,G. W. P., to issue Clearance Cards to former members of the order, who have 
been faithful to the pledge. This Card restores members to all their honors, 
both in the Subordinate, and Grand Division. 

The object and effect 0 f this resolution will be understood, by remembering, 
that the order in this State a few years ago, numbered over twenty-seven thous- 
and (27,000) members and has now been reduced to a little over six thousand 
(6,000) many of those who have left the order have continued true to the prin- 
ciples of Temperance ; but on account of political and other causes have be- 
come inactive in the cause of our great reform. 

It is hoped by the members of the Grand Division, that these persons will 
be induced to take again an active part in the operations of our order. I would 
recommend the members of our order, throughout the State to seek out the 
old friends of temperance ; and qse every endeavour to induce them to join our 
ranks again, and assist us in our labor of reforming the State from the great 
qnd loathsome curse of intemperance. It is said that the bond of brotherhood 
and affection is in no case more strongly developed than in the hearts of sol- 
diers : banded together for life, and having pledged our honors in the war, let 
us seek out opr old comrades, and urge them again to enter our ranks and with 
us fight the great battle to thq end. But while we are thus holding out the 
right hand of fellowship to the former members of our army, let us not forget 
to extend both hands to the young and coming generation of recruits. To 
them and to them alone must we look for the ultimate success of our order. 

They must take up the armor that we lay down, they must wage the war 
unfinished by us. Soon the present generation will pass away, and give place 
to the next ; let us fill our ranks to overflowing with these young soldiers. 
Already several Divisions in our State are composed in a great measure of the 
growing “Cadets of Temperance.” Let Sections be formed by all the Divi- 
sions, of the “pupils of temperance,” to succeed us in a short time as graduates 
and alumni in the high school of the Sons of Temperance. 

Let me urge the members generally, not to neglect the assembling of thew- 
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selves together. Let the meetings at the Division rooms be always well and 
punctually attended ; and be active in “devising liberal things.’' Be assiduous 
m your attention to the reformed and reforming inebriate ; sustain and support 
his toteriDg steps until his strength and health are confirmed ; and show a good 
example in the community in which you live so that the world may see how 
good and how pleasant a thing it is to dwell in love and unity. 

Finally brethren, be up and doing, and let no day pass without doing some- 
thing towards the promotion of the great cause for which we irre banded to- 
gether.

0. H. AUmann vs. Downingtown Division , No. 111. 

This appeal js based upon the refusal of said Division to pay to the appellant 
certain benefits, alleged to be due him. * * 

Both parties agree that arrearages had so accumulated, as, by the terms of 
their By-Law, to debar payment ; the appellant however contending that he 
received no official notice at any time, relative to his standing upon the books* 
that by reason thereof, he was justified in the belief that none had accrued • 
he, having at divers times made payments of dues through other brethren ; 
and now asks, as a measure of right, that the benefits prayed for be granted him, 
because of the remissness of said F. S., in this particular. 

From the paper accompanying, (under Seal) we find a statement by the F. 
S ; , to the effect, that upon all occasions, when monies were paid for the ac-

count of said appellant, the parties making such tender, applied for, and re- 
ceived information as to his financial standing ; and that at the time of said 
sickness, his indebtedness released the Division from any claim he might make, 
until its cancellation. 

Unless we disbelieve the statement of this officer, we are forced to the con- 
clusion that he has given notice, through the appellant’s own channels of com- 
munications ; while upon the other hand, it is quite possible that they have 
failed to acquaint him with the knowledge they possessed. 

It is true, (as has been urged by the appellant) that the Constitution makes 
it imperative upon the F. S., “just previous to the close of his term, to notify 
every member who is three months or more in arrears, of the amount due by 
him to the Division, adding ten cents to each notice,” which duty has not been 
performed in this instance. 

But admitting that no notice has been furnished by the F. S., or received 
by the appellant, we are not prepared to assert that the Division has erred in 
this matter. 

It is the bouilden duty of each and every member to pay all demands which 
may accrue, Without awaiting a notification of same ; and a failure therefor 
subjects him to the penalties specified. 

In this matter we dre called upon to assert, that a brother, otherwise dis- 
qualified, is, by the non-performance of duty on the part of a F. S., made eli- 
gible to receive benefits, without satisfying the claims held against him, and 
appearing upon the books of the Division ; which decision we are not prepar- 
ed to make. 

If an officer fail to perform his duty, his Division may visit him with punish- 
ment commensurate with the offience ; if a member fail to perform his, he must 
expect to receive the penalty for such neglect ; which in such cases as this 
present, is a deprivation of benefits. 

We therefore submit for your approval, the following : 

Resolved , That the appeal of Bro. Charles H. Altmann, from the action of 
Downingtown Division, No. Ill, is dismissed.

This appeal is of a two-fold character ; the ground being* 

1st. A refusal to pay to the appellant certain benefits which he alleges are 
rightfully due him. 

2d. That he has unjustly and in violation of law, been expelled from said 
Division by the reason of the preferment of said claim. 

The papers submitted present the whole case and cause it to rest upon the 
veracity of the parties interrogated. Among 1 other matters we find certificates 
from two physicians — one the attend ant of the appellant ; the other summoned

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by the Divisioii to investigate the case and make report of same to them. 
That furnished by the first practitioner, as also his testimony, before the Com- 
mittee appointed to try the alleged charge of imposition is positive with regard 
to the sickness of the appellant ; while that furnished by the representative of 
the Division is no less positive contrawise ; he averring that “ it was impos- 
sible for him to discover a cause of sufficent importance” for the detention of 
the appellant at home ; that it was his opinion that it would be better for him 
(the appellant) to go out into the open air, than to remain in the house “and 
that light employment would not be injurious to him, if he could have it to do.” 
Upon this last certificate the charge “ for feigned sickness and imposition,” is 
brought. 

This case is a complicated one ; the testimony being strong on either side. We 
doubt not that both of these medical gentlemen are respectable in theft pro- 
fession and entitled to credence. While we concede this, we are fully impress- 
ed with the conviction that a Division is fully qualified to determine whether 
the evidence of sickness furnished is of a satisfactory character ; and also to 
make such further investigation as to them may seem proper. This they have 
done in this case ; and they could do nothing less than accept, as fact, the cer- 
tificate furnished by their appointee. 

The action may appear severe, but we are not disposed to question it, or the 
motives which induced to such a verdict. 

With regard to the trial of said charge ; we would Bay, that we cannot dis- 
cover any departure from the established rfiles, as laid down in the Constitution 
for Subordinate Divisions. 

We therefore pfesent the following : 

Resolved , That the appeal of Bro. James Wise against the action of Crys- 
tal Fount Division, No. 20, be dismissed.

The circumstances are briefly these : 

By reason of the absence of the A. R. S., from several consecutive meetings 
jqF the Division, the appellant moved to vacate the oflice ; which motion the 
VV. P. refused to entertain ; on the ground “ that the brother was out of the 
city,” and in the possession of a “ Travelling card.” Hence this appeal against 
the ruling of the \V. P., and subsequent action of the Division in its contirma- 
tion. 

The right to vacate a station is clearly established: 

Art. 8., Sec. 9., By-Laws of said Division reads, “ If any officer elect refus- 
es or neglects to be installed, or to perforin the duties of his office, for three 
successive meetings, his office may be declared vacant by a vote of the Division ; 
and a new election held to supply his place.” 

By reference to the Revised Rules, we are brought in contact with language 
almost identical ; to wit, Art. 4, Sec. 2. “ The seat of any officer may be declar- 
ed vacant, for neglect of duty for three successive meetings, by a vote of twe- 
tliirds of the members present at a regular meeting, after one week’s previous 
notice ha3 been given. 

We are not aware of the existence of any rule, which led to the decision in 
question, unless the AY r . P., viewed it as derivable from Art. 8. Sec. 10. of the 
above quoted By-Laws, which enacts that “ any officer of this Division not at- 
tending at the regular meetings, unless incase of sickness or absence from the 
city, shall be fined 10 cents ; which By-Law is nothing more than the announce- 
ment of exoneration from a fine, which may be imposed for non-attendance. 

The reason alleged, as contained in the minutes accompanying, i3 “ that the 
brother was out of the city, on a Travelling Card.” This in itself is no basis 
for such refusal on the part of the W. P., as such card whether granted legally, 
or (as asserted by appellant) illegally, carries with it no exemption from gene- 
ral laws. 

In the opinion of the Board, the AV. P., of said Divisim, has erred ; such 
motion being perfectly admissable. If the absence of an officer from the city 
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wert a bar to the vacation of his post, Divisions would be left wholly at the 
mercy of such agents, and suffer great wrong ; merely that honors might accrue 
to the incumbents, without the performance of constitutional service. The rule 
however is not imperative, but optional ; the language used being “ may be de- 
clared vacant,” which question can be determined either affirmatively or nega- 
tively, as to them may seem proper. 

We therefore offer for your consideratiqn, the following : 

Resolved, That the appeal of Bro. Horatio Sewell, Jr., against Welcome Di- 
vision, No. 29, is sustained.

REPORT : 


Brethren : 

Another three months have rolled around since I delivered my first Quar- 
terly report to the Grand Division of our State. 

We met on that occasion in To wanda, Bradford Co., in a district where the 
coal and lumber interests of our State sustain a large and thriving popu!at r on, 

Warm hearts and strong hands, welcomed the Grand Division and its officers 
at its Session^ among the mountains in January last.

where, and a series of Resolutions, was offered by Canton Division, requesting 
the delegation of the Grand Division, in the National Division to obtain such 
a modification of the laws admitting Lady Visitors to Divisions as will facili- 
tate this desirable purpose. This subject is daily increasing in interest and 
importance ; and every facility should be offered to advance and profit by fe- 
male influence in the Division room. 

The resolution authorizing the G. W. P., to issue clearance cards to persons 
who have lost their membership, and have kept the pledge, begins to be known 
and sought for by many desirious of returning to the Order. Cards have been 
granted to the following named brothers, viz :

Fre* 
quent meetings are calculated, when properly conducted to keep alive our inter- 
est in the great cause. 

During the past quarter, a large and important Convocation was called in 
Allentown, at which a Session of the G. D. was held in the morning, a convoca- 
tion in the afternoon and a public meeting in the evening. At the latter ad- 
dresses were delivered in the English and German Languages ; much good it 
is hoped has resulted from this Convocation. 

I am happy to be able to inform the brethren that the Reports of the Depu- 
ties from the different parts of the State, have, generally been encouraging, and 
exhibit an improved condition of the Order. 

Brother B. F. Schneller, writes to me that Penn and Bethehem Divisions 
are in good condition, and engaged in acting upon the general public, through 
public meetings and discussions. 

Brother J. Andrews of Warren County, reports the Divisions under his jur- 
isdictioa, after a season of depression, as now undergoing a considerable revi- 
val. 

Brother Samuel T. Hay, reports Divisions No. 29, and 35, ip a thriving com* 
' dition* “ every member being actively at work.” 
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Brother H. B. Parsons, of Bradford Co., says, that the Order in his vicinity 
is receiving considerable accessions to its membership. And so we might quote 
from the Reports of other Deputies, in this city, and other portions of the 
State. 

Since these Reports have been received, however, our State and Country, 
have been convulsed by the excitement, and I may say, horrors, of domestic 
war. A rebellion long threatened, has suddenly broken out in some of our 
Southern States, and overt acts have been committed, which have aroused 20,- 
000,000 of men of the free States, and excited them to spring to their arms, 
with a unanimity unequalled in the annals of war. The excitement reaches 
every hearthstone in our commonwealth and country, every social organiza- 
tion, and indeed every head and heart. The ploughman, with bounding heart, 
leaps from his field, leaving the neglected plough in the furrow, seizes the im- 
pliments of death, and begs to be led to the bloody contest, in defence of his 
flag and the Constitution. The tearless mother arms with exultation her brave 
sons, and bids them defend the Flag of their country, or die in the struggle. 
But one feeling animates the public heart, and that is 'War / all classes, all 
ranks in Society, are merged into the calling of the Soldier, and the measured 
tread of armed men, intermingled with peals of martial music, reverberate through 
our streets, and around our dwellings. 

The flag of our country now floats from almost every dwelling, and its colors 
are displayed on almost every breast ; while its mazy folds, as they float in the 
breeze, are gazed upon with tearful eyes, and loyal, loving hearts. 

Under these circumstances our Division rooms are necessarily deserted. Our 
members being among the foremost to enrol their names in defence of their 
Government. It is hoped that their influence in the army will be for good. 

One of my Deputies in throwing up his Commission, to enter the army, says, 
“ I have been a faithful Son of Temperance, and hope now to be a faithful 
soldier in defence of my Country/’

His credentials being correct, he was 
du ] y initiated. 

A communication from Leverington Division, No. 167, was read, and in re- 
ference thereto, on motion of Brother Bardsley, it was ordered that Levering- 
ton Division, No. 167, have leave to suspend operations for three months, from 
May 13th, 1861. 

The Board of Discipline made report as follows : 

REPORT : 

To the Grand Division S. of T. of Pennsylvania. 

Geo. P. Cash and D. S. Pratt, vs. Towanda Division , No. 103< 

The grounds of appeal are : 
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1st. — 44 Irregular and unconstitutional action’’ in a trial for violation of Art. 
2d, Const., Sub. Divisions. 

2d. — That the Division erred, in refusing to sustain the W. P., in his decis- 
ion, that other than the committee, are competent to move for the reinstate- 
ment of a party found guilty of so offending. 

No minutes accompany this appeal (though some have been written for, un- 
der date of March 5th, 1801) ; hence the matter mu3t be of an exparte charac- 
ter. 

These appellants allege, that 44 the committee reported the charge sustained, 
but with no recommendation for expulsion, suspension or fine.” The report 
was adopted. The W. P. ordered his name to be erased, ( N. B. — the minutes do 
not show that such an order was made). Bro. Cash then moved that Bro. Combs 
be re-instated, by the payment of the Initiation Fee, $1. The question having 
been stated, Bro. raised a point of order, that the Division could not en- 

tertain such a motion ; as a recommendation to re-instate a brother found guil- 
guilty of violating Art. 2d, of the constitution, must come from the committee 
investigating the case , and be a part of their report. The W. P. decided the 
point 44 not well taken.” An appeal was entered against this decision, and the 
question being taken, the chair was not sustained ; hence the latter portion of 
this appeal. 

Further, it is asserted, that no 44 ballot ” was had upon the motion to 44 sus- 
tain the charge,” (the usual sign of the Order having been recognized) ; and 
that no 44 notice” of the character of the resolution before the Division, was 
given the accused. 

The Board of Discipline conceive that much of the disaffection which exists 
jn the Order, arises either from the loose interpretation put upon plain and un- 
mistakeable laws, or from animosity growing out of personal fee.ing. 

This Division has erred in several particulars, to wit : 

1st. In failing 44 to lay upon the table, for at least one week” the report and 
resolutions ; as provided by Sec. 4, Art. 10, constitution. 

2d. In failing 44 to notify the offending member of the character of the reso- 
lutions, &c., &c.,” (same section.) 

3d. In adopting by other than 44 Ball Ballot,” the motion to 44 sustain the 
charge.” With reference to the first allegation, viz : the proper party to move 
for re-instatement, we would say, that we are clearly of the opinion that it is 
the duty of the committee, trying the charge, to affix to their report a second 
resolution, looking to some definite action on the part of the Division. The 
language of Sec. 4, Art. 10, constitution, is somewhat ambiguous ; though plain 
enough, we think, to betoken the object sought to be attained. It reads 44 If 
the committee agree that the charge is sustained, they shall report the fact to 
the Division by resolution ; with a second resolution, to the effect that the 
member be re-instated, if they thiuk proper,” &c. 

This phrase “if they think proper”, in our opinion, has reference to the- 
character of the resolution, and does not relieve the committee from the neces- 
sity of presenting a second resolution, either for re-instatement or expulsion. 
To adopt any other construction would lead to difficulty and delay in the ad- 
judication ot such cases. Every brother placed upon trial, has a right to know 
the nature of the action contemplated by the Division ; and furthermore, (in 
the language of the section already quoted,) mqst be requested to be present 
at the time appointed for considering the same, with a view of giving an op- 
portunity to make a defence.” 

Believing that the trial has been violative of law, we submit for your appro 
Ygi the following : 
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1st. Resolved , That the first portion of the appeal is sustained, and that 
Towanda Division, No. 103 be ordered to proceed to a second trial, by reason 
thereof. 

2d. Resolved , That the latter portion be dismissed ; and that this Grand 
Division do affirm, that the introduction of a second resolution is imperative 
and not optional, with the committee, trying a charge for violation of Art. 2 ; 
when the evidence sustains the allegation made.

Therefore, we 
the members of the Grand Division of Pennsylvania, assembled on this Sixth 
day of June, A. D., 1861, at Germantown, near the spot where our revolution* 
ary ancestors fought for the principles of our glorious Union, do unanimously 
declare our strong abhorrence ot those unholy traitors whose wicked heaits 
and bloody hands are raised in war against that sacred Union, which our fath- 
ers reared by such gigantic sacrifices, and further declare and resolve that the 
thanks of this Grand Division are most cordially tendered to those gallant 
Sons of Temperance and others who have so promptly gone forth to battle 
against the rebellious insulters of our Country’s Flag, and our wishes go heart- 
ily forth that they may keep the pledge inviolate and by the purity of their ex- 
ample they may warn their fellow men from error’s path, and safely return to 
their wives, children, parents, homes, and friends crowned with the true fame 
deserved by those who stand by their nation in its hour of peril.

A protest, signed by sundry members of Perseverance Division, No. 46, in 
relation to the surrender of their Charter, wa3 read, and on motion of Brother 
J. B. Foust, was referred to the Board of Discipline. 

The Board of Discipline made report in the matter of Ducomb’s appeal from 
the action of Hand-in-Hand Division, No. 30, as follows : 
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REPORT : 

To the Grand Division S. of T., of Pennsylvania : 

Jno. F. Ducomb vs. Hand-in-Hand Division, No. 30. 

This appeal has its origin in a refusal on the part of said Division, to pay to 
the appellant, certain benefits, which he alleges are rightfully his due ; — the 
facts being as ‘folio ws : 

The disability upon which the claim is based occurred about the 8th of March 
last ; was reported to the Division on the 13th, and continued until about the 
5th of April ; a period of, say four weeks. 

From the minutes which accompany, we have this record : 

“ March 13th. — Bro. Jno. F. Ducomb was reported sick. 

March 20th. — Visiting committee reported, have visited Bro. J. F. Ducomb ; 
find him unable to attend to his usual business. 

March 27th. — Visiting committee reported, called at Bro. J. F. Ducomb’s ; 
unable to see him ; always out ; consider him off the Division. 

May 8th. — Visiting committee of last quarter reported tliat Bro. J. F. Du- 
comb claimed two weeks benefits ; to which, from his statement, they think 
him entitled. On motion the matter was referred to the Finance committee. 

May 15th. — Finance committee reported in case of Bro. J. F. Ducomb, as 
follows ; (here report is affixed.) which report was read and accepted. On mo- 
tion the acceptance was reconsidered ; after discussion, was again accepted. 
A motion was made to adopt the resolution attached, which was decided in the 
negative.” 

The proceedings in this case are of so peculiar a character, that we cannot 
forbear the production of the report rendered by the Finance Committee. Jt 
reads as follows : “ The committee to whom was referred the report of the 
Visiting Committee, in the case of Bro. Ducomb, beg leave to report, that in 
their opinion the Belief committee neglected an important part of their duty, 
in not sufficiently satisfying themselves, in the above case, before reporting to 
the Division ; — viz : by not seeing the brother personally, and by relying on the 
word of a disinterested party.” “ They also find that the statement of Bro. 
Ducomb, and the statement of the committee, as shown by the minutes, con- 
flict with each other ; inasmuch as he says he was sick for four weeks, but on- 
ly claims two week’s benefits ; whereas the records state he was reported «ick 
March 13th, and declared off the Division March 27th. Your committee feel 
that they are bound to adhere to the records of the Division ; and therefore it 
is their opinion, that the brother is only entitled to one week’s benefits, instead 
of two.” “ Your committee also beg leave to recommend to all future Relief 
committees, to be more particular in satisfying themselves that a brother is off 
the Division, before so reporting. In view of the above facts, the committee 
offer the following resolution : 

Resolved , That Bro. Ducomb be paid one week’s benefits, being the amount 
due him according to the minutes of this Division. *’ 

Accompanying the appeal are two papers ; one from his medical attendant, 
and the other (under oath) from an employee of the appellant, relative to the 
} 3 sue before us. 

By reference to the “ minutes” we find that the Visiting Committee, upon 
March 20th, reported the brother “ as unable to attend to his usual business.” 
The By-Law governing benefits, provides that “ no benefits shall be paid for 
the first week’s sickness” ; hence no claim can be urged for this period. 

At the subsequent meeting, the Visiting committee reported, that they had 
tailed at the house of the appellant and were “ unable to see him, always out, 
ind consider him off the Division.” Here rests the whole matter ; aud upon 
his point turns the determination of the case : — 
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Because the committee fail to find the appellant at his residence, they feel 
themselves warranted in withholding from him their further attendance ; and 
report to the Division, “ that they consider him off the Division,” but what do 
the records show ? we extract from the certificate, furnished by his physician; 

“ I was called to attend Mr. Jno. Ducomb, March 1861 ; he was laboring 
under a “ Cold abscess,” of the axilla or arm-pit. I opened it freely, and urged 
upon him the absolute necessity of his going out daily in the open air , to pre- 
vent the absorption of the matter collected ; my attendance continued two or 
three weeks ; his case was of a peculiar nature ; if kept confined to the house, 
a Scrofulous state of the system would have necessarily followed.” 

We thus find that the very means devised for the recovery of the appellant, 
is urged and made the ground of his non-eligibility, in the matter of benefits. 

Your Board cannot view with favor, any undue stretch of power ; the which 
has been exercised in this instance. It is the duty of the committee to visit 
sick and disabled members during such sickness or disability ; and allow the 
beneficiary some choice in determining when his strength will permit him to 
follow some avocation. 

In this case the committee have erred in declaring his sickness at an end, 
and refusing to pay him further attention, and this view they themselves take 
upon the presentment of a subsequent statement, in the which, they allege that 
from his (the appellant’s) statement, they (the committee) think him entitled to 
two weeks benefits. 

Further : The Division have (in our opinion) erred, in refusing to make a 
grant of benefits, in opposition to the recommeridations made by the two 
committees investigating the case ; and by their repudiation have declared that 
he shall receive no relief whatever, and this, not by reason of indebtedness, but 
merely because the Visiting committee have made declaration that they con- 
sider him off the Division.” 

Believing that the Division are not justified in the course they have pursued, 
We offer for your approval the following : 

Resolved , That the appeal of Bro. J. F. Ducomb, against Hand-in -Hand 
Division, No. 30, is sustained ; and that said Division be directed to pay to 
said appellant, the sum of $6 ; being for two week’s sick benefits, as provided 
by their By-Laws.

The Board of Discipline in the matter of the protest of sundry members of 
Perseverance Division, No. 46, referred to them at the session of July 6tb, 
1861 , made report as follows : 


REPORT 

To the Grand Division, S. of T., of Pennsylvania. 

The communication signed by Bro’s. Rowland, Floyd, Dunham, Brown, 
Fiss, Kerplin and Moore, protesting against certain act3 alleged to have been 
committed by Perseverance Division, No. 46, whereby said protestants conceive 
and declare they have been debarred from the rights and privileges of members 
cf said Division, and their connection with the Order severed, without and 
against their wishes and consent, has received careful and prompt considera- 
tion. 

The protest avers that certain members of Perseverance Division, No. 46, 
have, in opposition to the will of the majority, given up the Charter, and taken 
possession of all property belonging to the same ; and have determined to ren- 
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der it useless, by locking it up in the closet of Philadelphia Division. And 
“ that notice of the intention to make such surrender, has never been given : 
as required by the Revised Rules.” 

From the minutes obtained from Perseverance Division. No. 46, we are 
fhlly satisfied that such an attempt has been made ; and that acts, looking to a 
consolidation of these two Divisions have been passed, and same consumated, 
so far as it was possible ; after the following manner. At a regular meeting of 
Perseverance Division “ a committee was appointed to report upon the advi- 
sability of giving up its Charter , and connecting , in a body , w ith some other 
Itivision .” At the subsequent meeting, “ Chairman stated that a misunder- 
standing had occurred between the members of said Committee, but submitted 
apian of union drawn upon by a joint committee of Perseverance and Phila- 
delphia Divisions” as follows : 

* The name and number of Philadelphia Division to be retained. 

“Lady Visitors of both to be recognized. 

“The property of Philadelphia Division to be used exclusively. 

“ Should the property of Perseverance Division come iuto the keeping of 
Philadelphia Division, it is to be at the disposal of the members of Persever- 
ance Division, whenever they may feel inclined to re-establish the same. 

“ Each Division to be free from debt, &c. 

“ The officers to be parcelled out between the members of the two Divisions ; 
those of W. A., R. S., and Conductor, to be yielded to Perseverance Division. 

“ Place and time of meeting to be fixed by mutual agreement, \yhich plan 
was adopted ; but three members voting in the negative.'* * 

A Committee was appointed “ to dispose or take charge of the property of 
the Division, and the former Committee instructed to consummate fhe project- 
ed alliance ;” which committee (after filling a vacancy occasioned by a declin- 
ature therein) made a report that “ they had attended to their duty” and sub- 
mitted extracts from the minutes of Philadelphia Division, No. 1, relative there- 
to ; acceeding to the terms named. Fixing the time and place for meeting, 
and advising of the fact that said Division had deferred the nominations for 
the before designated offices, as per previous understanding. A motion to re- 
ceive this report and discharge the Committee was lost as also a motion “ that 
the R. S., furnish Philadelphia Division, with a list of the members of Perse- 
verance Division.” With a view to the revival at some future period, a motion 
was submitted “that in delivering up our Charter to the Grand Scribe, the 
W. P., request that it be kept for 12 months ; which was lost. 

The Board of Discipline conceive that much haste and irregularity have 
characterized the proceedings of both these Divisions. 

By reference to the powers of the Committee appointed by Perseverance 
Division, we find that they were authorized to report upon the advisability of 
Surrendering its Charter, &c ; the which instructions they have failed to recog- 
nize ; consequently they still exist as a committee, with duties unperformed ; 
the Division failing to order their discharge. In lieu of a regular report, our 
attention is caDed to that of a self-constituted committee ; who, without a 
shadow of authority agree upon a basis of union ; and upon this proceed to 
consolidate. This report, irregular in itself, and grossly violative of law, is im- 
mediately subjected to a vote “ and by an unlooked for and summary proce- 
dure a Division is blotted from existence ; even against the known and ex- 
pressed wishes and desires of the majority of the committee having the con- 
sideration of the matter in charge. 

In addition to the before mentioned irregularities we note the following : 

That Perseverance Division has erred in failing to give notice of the propo- 
rtion to make such surrender ; as prescribed by Art. 19., Section 1., Revised 
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Bales ; which reads “ A proposition to surrender a Charter, shall lie upon th© 
table, at least two weeks before being acted on.” 

That Philadelphia Division has erred by receiving into fellowship as mem- 
bers thereof, the retiring members of Perseverance Division ; the only method 
of entrance thereto, being through Withdrawal or Clearance Cards, regularly 
granted ; the which they lack. 

That both these Divisions have erred ; the one in Suspending the nomina- 
tion and election of its officers, at the Constitutional period ; and the other 
with being accessory to such Suspension. 

That Philadelphia Division has erred in changing its time of meeting, and 
acting thereupon ; before the submissal of such modification to the Board of 
Discipline for approval. 

The whole matter evidences that there are among the members of Persever- 
ance Division, a number who are hostile to this whole matter ; and who desire 
the continuance of the organization ; and these have an undoubted right to 
avail themselves of the provisions of Art 13., Sec. 2., Revised Rules, which 
enacts, “That a Charter shall not be surrendered, so long as ten members, who 
have paid up then* weekly dues, express a willingness to fill the offices and sus- 
tain the Division.” 

Inasmuch, therefore, as the Committee have failed to report upon such sur- 
render ; and from the fact that no vote has been had upon such a proposition, 
we recommend the following : 

Resolved , That the proceeding of Perseverance Division, No. 46, are null 
and void ; and the Charter of same is still subject to the wishes of any Ten 
members, under the before quoted Revised Rule. 

Resolved , [That Philadelphia Division, No. 1, be notified of the irregular 
admission of certain members of Perseverance Division, No. 46, into her mem- 
bership, and instructed to strike from her Constitution, the names of all par- 
ties admitted under such combination. Also, that she be instructed to proceed 
to an election to supply the offices now vacant.

Lyle renewed his motion, when the second resolu- 
tion was adopted. 

A communication from P. G. W. P., Vandyke, addressed to the Gp W. P., 
of Pennsylvania, was presented and laid upon the table. 

The bill of Messrs. Barnard & Jones, was on motion taken up and when an 
explanation was made by the G. S., touching the items excepted in the first 
action on the bill, on motion of Bro. Lyle the bill was ordered to be paid in full. 

A motion was made by P. G. W. P., Foust that the Grand Division add 
fifteen cents per page to the price to be paid \\ r m. W. Axe & Co., for printing 
the remainder of the Journal for this year, pending the consideration of which 
the Grand Division adjourned. 

The minutes were then read, corrected and approved, and the Grand Divi- 
lion closed in due form.

Jno. Schaeffer vs. Germantown Division , No. 57, etal . 

This appeal is brought to test the query “ whether a P. W. P., may occupy 
the W. P’s chair, in the absence of that officer, if the W. A., be present. 

The occupancy of the chair under the above circumstances, is by no meana 
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nncommon ; and results in most cases, either by reason of timidity op the part 
of the W. A., or in deference to those who have already had the presidency ; 
and usance has almost made it a rule. f3ut whether we recur to the obligation 
imposed upon the W. A., in the Installation service, or to the constitutional 
enactment, we find the case clearly and explicitly met and disavowed. In 
fact this subsidiary position, has been created to guard against any mischievous 
or embarrassing results, which might arise from absence^, or the complicity of 
the executive officer, in some question which might arise in the usual routine 
of business. 1

Their Credentials being found correct, they were duly initiated into the Grand 
Division :

A communication was read from Rev. S. A. Steinthal, Hon. Secretary, of 
the British Temperance League, dated Liverpool, England, calling attention to 
the proceedings of the Annual Conference, of the British Temperance League, 
held at Lancaster, Eng., on Wednesday, July 10th, 1861, and especially to a 
Resolution adopted by the Conference, tendering their sympathies to the va- 
rious Temperance organizations of the United States, in the trying circumstan- 
ces in which they are now placed. 

On motion of P. G. W. P., Condie, the communication and accompanying 
documents' were referred to the Board of Discipline. 

Communications were read from the Grand Divisions of the Province of 
New Brunswick and Canada East, tendering fraternal and cordial invitations 
to the various^Grand Divisions, to secure the proper influence to cause the 
National Division to hold its sessions in June, 1862, in the British Provinces 
at such place as may bo. agreed upon by the Grand Divisions. 
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A portion of a special circular from M. W. P. Condict, having reference to 
the same subject, was also read. 

On motion of P. G. W. P., Foust, the papers and the whole subject was re- 
ferred to the Delegates to the National Division. 

The Grand Worthy Patriarch presented the following 

DEPORT :

Officers and Members of the Grand Division of Pennsylvania : 

Worthy Brothers : — 

Since I had the pleasure of meeting with you, in your last monthly session 
in Frankford, I have been closely confined to my professional duties, within 
the precincts of the camps. My labors, therefore, in the cause, during the 
last quarter, and whatever influence, personal or professional 1 may have been 
permitted to exert, have been restricted as will be seen, within a very nar- 
row circle. But when we reflect that the spirit of war finds its origin in 
those boisterous and belligerent feelings of our selfish and evil natures, it re- 
quires no very extraordinary stretch of the imagination to conceive to how 
much greater extent the camp furnishes the prolific incentives to indulgence 
in intoxicating beverages — excitement and temptation, and the means of 
gratification, than any of the varied relations of civil life. During the year 
that is past our noble cause has been subjected to a variety of fluctuations. 

At the beginning of my official term there appeared to be throughout the 
State, a considerable revival, especially after the period of our autumnal elec- 
tions. The reports of my Deputies from different parts of the jurisdiction 
were encouraging. My first quarterly report exhibited an increased interest 
in the cause of temperance, and of the Order in the interior counties of the State. 
Very soon, however, the political excitement of the day began to occupy 
the public mind, to the exclusion of almost every other subject ; so that by 
the time the second quarter came round, the popular excitement was so great 
as to make it impossible to hold public Temperance Meetings. The Division 
Rooms were almost deserted, and the usual official visitations of the G. W. 
P., although pre-arranged and announced, vere given up. 

I did not have the pleasure of attending the July Quarterly Session, of the 
Grand Division, but visited Gape Island, as a Delegate to the convocation 
called by the Most Worthy Patriarch, at that place. This Convocation, it 
will be remembered, was composed of Delegates representing eleven great 
jurisdictions of the National Division. I had the pleasure to make a verbal 
report of its doings, at the first monthly meeting of the Grand Division, after my 
return. The questions there discussed, need not occupy the attention of your 
(body at the present time, or take up space in this report. 

MONTHLY MEETINGS. 

A novel feature in the operations of the Grand Division, during the present 
year, is the holding of monthly meetings. These monthly sessions have taken 
upon themselves the character of ordinary business, or quarterly meetings ; and 
have, in my judgment, been useful and profitable to the cause and to the Or- 
der. They have given the members more frequent opportunities for social and 
official intercourse with each other. They have afforded time for the discus- 
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sion of many questions which could not have been examined at the ordinary 
quarterly meetings. They have permitted the transacting of a large amount of 
business, which could not have been transacted at all, or would have been done 
in a less deliberate and careful manner. They have, finally, kept alive an in- 
terest iu our great cause, in the midst of the distracting and exciting questions 
of the day. For these and other reasons which might be adduced, I respectful- 
ly recommend to the Grand Division the continuance of its monthly meetings. 

CADETS OF TEMPERANCE. 

It must be evident to every reflecting member of our order, that the only 
permanent source of supply to our ranks is the young, particularly the Ca- 
dets of Temperance. To these must we look, as they annually reach or ap- 
proach manhood, for well instructed and well trained Sons of Temperance. 

I need not dwell upon the universally acknowledged fact that the real charac- 
ter of manhood is formed during youth ; that the moral character and even 
the intellectual bias, together with the ordinary social habits which form the 
future man, are more or less fixed and permanent before the age of eighteen 
years. Our free institutions permit a larger liberty to our youth of both sexes, 
than do those of other countries. The influence*, therefore, of home and pa- 
rents are more or less divided if not weakened by other and outside influen- 
ces. The spirit of self-reliance and independence are so early infused into 
the young mind, that impressions are made and become permanently fixed 
long before manhood has given experience to reason, or steadiness to the pas- 
sions. By keeping steadily in view the training of the young, in the paths of 
“ Love, Purity and Fidelity,” and to the pledge of Temperance, we will secure 
to ourselves a daily accession to our ranks, of those who will do honor to our 
cause. All praise be awarded to those brothers who give their time and labor 
to the organization and instruction of the Cadets of Temperance. In the for- 
mation of new Divisions, and the initiations into the Grand Division, I have 
found a large percentage of the matured Cadets of Temperance, entering our 
order and our Division. I should be glad to see some arrangement made by 
which our young Daughters of Temperance could be systematically trained as 
we now train the Cadets. 

DAUGHTERS OF TEMPERANCE. 

I cannot refrain in this place from noticing what was formerly a very im- 
portant element in the organizations for the promotion of Temperance. 1 refer 
to the Daughters of Temperance. This very important body, once perhaps^the 
most influential in our cause, is less active and less known than formerly. Ho 
other arrangement or organization existing can, in my estimation he profitably 
substituted for that one. The active co-operation in the Family Circle, and 
the public influence of the sisters and mothers of our youth, will ever be admit* 
ted as most potent in favor of any cause. The natural and irresistible influence 
of woman in moulding the minds and character of the young, is, in our country, 
much increased by the gallantry and chivalry familiar to our people. In no 
other country does woman exercise among the people at large, so great a 
power for good or for evil, us in ours. Our free institutions, while they 
endow the adult man with the utmost liberty compatible with the general 
safety, and give our children a latitude of action unknown elsewhere ; afford 
to woman a sphere of action and influence more potent and general than 
those of other lands. “Give me,” said Napoleon, “the education of the 
mothers, and I will mould the character and habits of the next generation.” 
What man ever acquired a name for good or for ill, who did not acquire his 
qualities from his mother. What heart does not melt even in declining 
years at the gentle memories of the pious iwtfttctibns of the mother : and 
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how can man, with the best instruction of later years, dare to do well, whose 
early maternal instructions have been vicious and wrong. As well may the 
Ethiopian attempt to change his skin, or the leopard h^ spots, as the man 
who has been taught to do ill, “learn to do well.’ Let us then, brethren, 
encourage in every proper and honorable way those associations which 
tend to concentrate the influence of woman on the great cause of Temperance. 
1 know that the present tendency to the introduction of ladies to the Subor- 
dinate Divisions, and in some jurisdictions to the Grand Divisions, is highly 
bent ficial to our Order, and tends very much to strengthen our hands; yet there 
are many reasons which might easily be adduced in favor of promoting the 
organizations, and preserving the influence of woman outside of the Divisions 
of the Sons of Temperance. The freedom of action afforded by these vol- 
untary associations as influenced by the presence of the opposite sex, is a 
strong argument in favor of their existence. At the same time, I must not be 
considered os in any way opposing the introduction of ladies to the Divi- 
sion room. On the contrary, my experience teaches me that it is a move- 
ment highly laudable, and in some districts absolutely necessary. While 
Massachusetts numbers some twenty thousand Lady Visitors, to some six- 
te n thousand Sons of Temperance, and while Upper Canada keeps up her 
interest in the cause, chiefly by means of Lady Visitors, and New York and 
New Jersey, have nightly large numbers attending their Division looms ; 
Pennsylvania must not be behind in this now popular movement. My own 
observation throughout the State teaches me that the introduction of Lady Visi- 
tors, to the sessions of the Sons of Temperance would be highly beneficial 
to the cause and to the Order. 

THE ADULTERATION OF ALCOHOLIC DRINKS. 

I would respectfully call the attention of the Brothers, to a wily trick of our 
adversaries, in denouncing the adulteration of intoxicating liquors. They 
j fin very freely in the general cry against the adulteration, and speak indig- 
nantly against the practice of those who mix Cocculus Indicus, Strychnia, 
and strong acids &c., in their favorite beverages. They thus attempt, and in 
some cases successfully, to draw the attention ot the unsuspecting temperance man 
from the main question of his faith ; which is, the poisonous character of alcohol 
itself. They set temperance men to wrangling among themselves about ques- 
tions which in no wise affect them ; the inference being in all such disputes 
that “ pure liquors are healthy beverages.” It is plain to be seen that we have 
nothing to do with the various additional poisons which the drunkard-maker 
uses to destroy his victims ; the truth is, that some of these agents may possibly 
act as counter poisons, and partially counteract or postpone the effect of the 
alcoholic poison. With this, and similar questions, we have in my estimation, 
nothing to do, except to shrug our shoulders, pity the victims and be the 
more careful to avoid their fate. 

"Vice is a monster of such hideous mien, 

That to be hated needs but to be seen ; 

But seen too oft, familiar with her face, 

We first endure, then pity, then embrace.” 

UNIFORMITY IN THE ORDER. 

It has been remarked by an influential member of the Grand Division, that 
a person having been a member in the earlier period of our Order, who, not 
having kept up his connection, should now enter our Division Rooms, 
would not recognize us as Sons of Temperance, so great have been the changes 
in our forms, ceremonies and practices. This statement presents the case, 
perhaps, in a little stronger light than truth will warrant. Tne older members, 
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boWever are well aware of the fact that at least two Rituals have been adopt- 
ed since its first organization. The Order must ever be^ classed among those 
which are denominated secret ; and a great portion of its influence both inter- 
nal and external, must arise from the fact that it is a “secret association.” This 
being the case, it is of the first importance that its Ritual should be uniform, 
and that its forms and ceremonies should be the sain * everywhere. That a 
member from any portion of our jurisdiction, or from other jurisdictions of the 
Order, desirous of visiting the Grand or Subordinate Divisions, should find the 
forms and ceremonies the saipe as those with which he is familiar. There are at 
least two Rituals in use in the Subordinate Divisions of Pennsylvania, which 
differ not only in the ordinary workings of the Divisions, but in the initiation 
of members. This produces confusion, and causes many mistakes to be made 
in the workings of the Order. I would recommend that a decree be passed 
by the Grand Division, establishing the one or the other of these Rituals as the 
Ritual of the State. I would recommend also, that the Executive Officers of 
the Grand and Subordinate Divisions of the State, be careful to insist upon 
the strict observance of the laws and usages of the Order as established. As 
discipline is ef the first importance in the organization and efficiency of an 
army, so the observance of the laws and usages of our Order, is necessary to 
maintain its integrity and increase its power. A commanding officer is justly 
proud of the efficiency and drill of his men. For the same reason, a presiding 
officer should insist on the execution of the laws in his Division. At the same 
time he should forever frown upon that paltry and sometimes wicked spirit, 
which wastes the time and patience of the members, upon unimportant questions 
or side issues. Hair-splitting meddlers should be frowned out of the society of 
honorable men. Evil-minded wranglers and hypocritical debaters, should be 
taught that time is too precious to be wasted on their wicked inanities. 

I cannot close this, my final report to the Grand Division, without respect- 
fully urging upon the members the necessity of increased diligence, in the per- 
formance of the duties of our Order. These duties may, to many, especially 
to those who have long performed them, appear monotonous and tiresome* But 
if the religion of the Bible requires for its promulgation “line upon line, and 
precept upon precept,” so also does our great cause demand unceasing vigi- 
lance and untiring activity on the part of it3 friends. No great good indeed, 
can be affected in this life without labor, and we are told that they only reap the 
reward, who continue to the end. 

Finally, brethren, our country is engaged in a great war, and three months 
experience has taught me that intemperance is as prevalent in the army as it 
is in civil life. And yet, this great army is composed of soldiers, who were, 
but the other day private citizens. They have sprung to their arms in defence 
of the great principles of human Liberty. Shall the right arm of this great 
power be paralyzed by the Demon of Intemperance ? Shall Liberty be sacrific- 
ed on the altar of Bacchus? Shall our Generals and soldiers forget, under his 
influence the cause which they have sworn* to defend, and the country which 
they love? It is for the friends of temperance to answer this question. 
Military discipline has the power to rid the army of the incubus of the 
drunkard-maker. Military discipline is in the hands of our commanding Gen- 
erals and the General Government. Popular sentiment is the basis and sup- 
port of the latter, and the friends of temperance control, more or less, the 
popular sentiment. To the friends of temperance then, must the nation look 
not only for reform, in civil life, but in the army. And, perhaps, on the friends 
of Temperance, hang the political. destinies of this great country. I hold it 
therefore, an essential part of true patriotism, that all freemen should advocate 
and sustain our cause. - 
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Thanking the officers and members for the many kindnesses and courtesies 
received at their hands during my official term of service, and praying that 
the Father of us all may continue to protect and bless you in all the relations 
of life,

REPORT : 

7b the Officers and Members of the Grand Division S. of T., of Penna : 

Sirs and Brothers : 

The Committee to whom was referred the Quarterly communication of the 
G. W. Patriarch — James Bryan, M. D., — beg leave to report that they have 
given to that venr able document their close attention. 

With the G. W. P., the committee deplore the serious check that has been 
given to the progress of the Temperance reformation, by the existing most unfor- 
tunate condition of our country. A time of war, such as we now experience, 
breaking up as it does the restraints cast around all classes of society during 
a time of peace, and withdrawing to a very great extent, from all the healthful 
influence of the domestic circle, and entirely from those who have gone forth 
for the defence of our country from the assault of traitors, is unfortunate to 
the cause of Temperance, as it is to that of every other moral principle. The 
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life of the tent and of the garrison, furnishes to a fearful extent prolific incen- 
tives to intemperance in its excitement and examples, destroying in consequence, 
too often, the respectability of our volunteers as citizens, and their emcieucy 
as soldiers. The friends of Tomperance, everywhere, must feel gratified, in 
view of this solemn truth, that among the men, placed in command of our 
ajjmiei, are to tyo found those who are exerting vigorous efforts to defend, as 
far as possible, the soldier, from an enemy that is more to be feared than the 
most formidable array of rebel armies. This, and every other Grand Division, 
are called upon to sustain our Military Commanders in a measure, upon the 
faithful carrying out of which may depend the political life of our country. 

We agree with the G. W. P., that the monthly meetings held by this Grand 
Division, during the past year, have exercised a most beneficial i nfluence, in 
furthering the usefulness and promoting the efficiency of our cause and order. 
We believe it to be important that similar meetings should be continued in 
future. They furnish a desirable opportunity, and incentive for frequent inter- 
course, and mutual counsel between the representatives of the Temperance 
movement in our hiidst, and have afforded time for a more full, cautious, and 
satisfactory transaction of the business of this Grand Division. 

The G. W. P., has very correctly pointed out the importance of entire uni- 
formity in the work of our order, throughout its National and State organiza- 
tions, a strict conformity everywhere, to the same rites, ceremonies, and ob- 
servances. The intimate affilliation of the individual members of the order 
throughout this and every other country, and the efficiency of their active co- 
operation in the great work of Temperance reform, depend, to a very great ex- 
tent upon our Divisions everywhere working with the same tools, upon a com- 
mon plan, and a uniform system of discipline. 

We entirely agree with the G. W. P., that the influence of this Grand Divi- 
sion should be exercised in the encouragement of the organizations of sections 
of Cadets of Temperance, and the extension of that branch of the Order 
throughout every portion of our State. The Sunday-School and Bible class 
have been pronounced the nurseries of the church, so in a truer sense, the sec- 
tion of Caaets may be pronounced the nursery of our Order. In their rfespec- 
tive sections, the young cadets of Temperance become familiar with principles, 
and acquire habits, the beneficial influence of which will be experienced by 
them throughout life. 

TJre influence of the female sex is to be invoked in aid of the cause of Tem- 
perance. We agree with the G. W. P., that without the assistance of woman 
to reat the young in the path of Temperance, to inculcate its principles and its 
practice in the nursery, iu the domestic and social circles, and. amid society at 
large, our ultimate success Is scarcely to be hoped for. How that female influ- 
ence in aid of our cause may be best secured, so that it may operate over the 
largest field, will admit of question. For their own part your committee feel 
inclined to favor the incorporation of females with our Divisions as “ Lady Yi- 
sUqrs,” We arp persuaded that in such relationship they will be enabled to cc- 
opprate more effectually in the promotion of the cause of Temperance than 
were they to form themselves into the best organized society, apart from their 
nmle Tjempergnce friends. 

vffe entirely accord with the G, W. P., in the sentiment expressed by, him, 
that t^e friends and advoe^tes of Temperance, have nothing to do with the 
questiop of adulteration in respect to intoxicating drinks, and the difference in 
1% effects produced upon the physical strength and the health of the human 
Bwtpqi, by pure and sophisticated liquors. All forms of Alcoholic fluids— 
wh^t^er fermented or, distilled, are all, without a single exception, promoters, 
o(,intemp^rfipqe, a^id that : whether, they be pure .or. adulterated, we.denounca. 
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them all as intoxicating drinks — not to be used with safety by any one as a 
beverage, or under any pretext during health. We leave the question of their 
sophistication to be determined by the physician when he comes to employ 
them as articles of the materia mediea. 

With a view to the carrying out of the recommendations and suggestions of 
the G. W. P., referred to, your committee would recommend the adoption by 
the Grand Division of the following resolutions : 

Resolved , , That the recommendation of the G. W. P., relative to a monthly 
meetings be approved, and that such meetings be continued, provided they are 
called in accordance with the laws and regulations of this Grand Division. (*) 

Resolved , That every Division in the State be urged to organize in connec- 
tion with it, and under its immediate patronage a section of Cadets of Temper- 
ance. 

Resolved , That the several Divisions under the jurisdiction of the Grand Di- 
vision, be respectfully requested to take into consideration, at as early a day as 
possible, the question as to the admission of “ Lady Visitors.” 

Resolved \ That the Divisions throughout the State of Pennsylvania, be re- 
quested to confine their work to that set forth in the third B. B., with the 
view of bringing about a uniformity in the ritual of the Order.

B. Wood, acting G. W. P., made some remarks touching the con- 
dition of the Country, and its bearings upon our order, which were highly ap- 
preciated by the Grand Division. 

Nicholson, the acting G. W. P., was requested ta 
furnish the substance of his remarks for publication in the Journal. 

The remarks of Bro. Wood are as follows : 


Officers and Brothers of the Grand Division : 

The regular Report of the G. W. P. has been received, and acted upon ; 
nevertheless, it seems to be expected that according to custom, the acting G. W. 
P., should make-some remarks before vacating the Chair and handing over his 
authority to another. I have but few remarks to offer. 

The year just closing has been a most peculiar one in the history of our 
country. Events little dreamed of by the masses a year ago, have burst upon 
us with most startling effect. Hands and hearts once pledged to duty and to 
right, are found engaged in treason’s hellish work. A terrible combination 
is presented against the unity, peace and prosperity of our countiy. We are 
passing through a most terrible ordeal. All the trials through which we have 
passed, as a nation, are almost insignificant compared with this. 

4 'The drum's wild roar awakes the land ; the fife is calling shrill ; 

Ten thousand starry banners blaze on town, and bay, and hill ; 

Our crowded streets are throbbing with the soldier’s measured tramp ; ? 

Among our blfcded cornfields gleam the white tents of the camp. 

The thunders of the rising war hush labor’s drowsy hum, 

And heavy to|tho ground the first dark drops of battle come. 

The souls of men flame up anew ; the narrow heart expands ; 

And woman brings her patient faith to nerve her eager hands. 

Thank God ! we are not buried yet, though long in trance we lay ; 

Thank God ! the fathers need not blush to own their Sons to-day .’ 1 
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It was to be expected, that when the. heart’s blood of the nation was flowing 
from the wounds that parricidious hands had made —when the great problems, 
“ Have we a Government ?” “ Is our existence to be maintained ?” were to be 
solved, that all else would be measurably lost sight of. So it has been. Men 
talk not of internal decorations for their dwellings, when they are in flames, but, 
rush to save them from destruction. 

And, the sublime spectacle of a nation rising in its might, intent upon self- 
preservation at any cost, is now presented to an astonished world. 

It is not a matter of surprise to me then, that the Report of the Committee 
on the State of the Order during the year, should show the loss of several Sub- 
ordinate Divisions, and a few members. 

It is rather a matter of surprise — and I think furnishes reasons for congratu- 
lation to the members of this body — that our Organization has been affected 
so slightly by the existing state of things. 

Every religious, benevolent or social organization throughout the land is 
suffering to some extent, and we cannot expect that our beloved order will be 
entirely exempt. 

Let us hope, that when this storm shall have passed over us, and the nation- 
al horizon is once more clear, the cause we love so well, “ the cause of all man- 
kind,” will receive the attention its importance demands. 

We are not without some favorable indications. The action of both branch- 
es of the N. Y. Legislature in approving an amendment to the State Constitu- 
tion prohibiting the sale of intoxicating liquors as a beverage, and referring it 
for final action to the next Legislature, would appear to indicate progress in 
the right direction in the Empire State. 

The prohibition of intoxicating liquors by Generals in the army as a military 
necessity, is not unimportant. If it be true — and who can doubt it — that the 
highest degree of physical developement, efficiency and service in the army, can 
be obtained only by banishing the accursed poison Alcohol ; will it be difficult 
for Temperance men to show, hereafter, that the same stern plea of necessity 
will justify its banishment from the State, to secure our highest social, political 
and moral well being ? 

I am not discouraged by the present apathy on the subject of Temperance. 
I have faith in the ultimate triumph of right. Our Order, and kindred organi- 
zations, are outgrowths of our holy religion, and important auxiliaries in the 
salvation of man. And, as every valley is to be exalted, every mountain 
brought low, the rough places made smooth, and the x crooked straight,” ac- 
cording to Holy Writ, so we may confidently look forward, assured that the 
time will come when right principles and practice on the subject of Temperance 
shall prevail. 

" Truth crushed to Earth shall rise again, 

The immortal years of God are tier’s, 

While error wounded writhes in pain 
And dies amid her worshippers.’’ 

A am aware that there are many things of a discouraging character around 
us. But, the man of true courage will never falter. 

It is related that as Napoleon Bonaparte was planning one of his remarkable 
campaigns, while engaged in pointing out on the map before him what he in- 
tended to accomplish, one of his Generals exclaimed in astonishment, “ Impossi- 
ble, General I” “Impossible!” said Napoleon, “ Impossible is an adjective of 
Fools r 

Let not the word Impossible have place in the vocabulary of the Son of 
Temperance. I say to you, my brothers of the Grand Division of Pennsylvania, 
to-day — oh ! that it might be thundered through the land with irresistible in- 
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fluence — that, standing upon the etemakprinciples of right, and having the 
best intrests of our fellow-men in view, we cannot fail ! 

We admire the zeal and devotion now manifested by the loyal people of this 
land to rescue the nation from her perilous position, and hand down the bless- 
ings purchased by the blood of our fathers unimpaired to future generations — 
and well we may. May God defend the right, and give us success 1 But, 
when shall we see the same zeal, the same unity of efforts, turned into the 

B ful contests ot the Temperance cause ? Take your position firmly, my 
er, and advocate it zealously. No lopping off of the branches will do. 
The axe of Prohibition by Legislative enactment, must be laid at the root Of 
the tree, and the Demon Intemperance utterly destroyed. All measures short 
of this, are but the silken cobwebs with which we seek to bind this Samson 
of Intemperance. They are in vain. He will rend them in derision. 

. “Not chains for the tyrant, 

For chains are in vain, 

He’B plotting already 
To break them in twain. 

But raise yonr deep voices 
And shout the war-cry, 

Death 1 Death ! to Intemperance ; 

We conquer or Die /” 

Let this invincible spirit animate every member of this body — let it be car- 
ried into every Subordinate Division room, and the results will soon appear in 
renewed energy and success.

The Committee to whom were referred a protest from Philadelphia Division, 
No. 1, against the action of thi3 Grand Division, in reference to an attempted 
surrender of the charter of Perseverance Division, No. 46, the admission of 
several of its members into Philadelphia Division,' No. 1, and a communication 
on the same subject from D. G. W. P., Wm. C. Claghorn, to the G. W. P., 
have carefully examined the voluminous documents relating to the case, includ- 
ing the minute and lucid report of the Board of Discipline, and have deemed 
it unnecessary to send for persons and papers, a3 authorized by the resolution 
of the G. D. The minutes of Perseverance Division, No. 46, as well as the 
anomolous paper, called a card, in virtue of which a number of its members 
have been received into Philadelphia Division, No. 1, exhibit such conclusive 
evidence of neglect, and violation of the established laws of the order, as to 
render the whole proceeding null and void, and can only be accounted for by an 
anxious desire, on the part of the participants, to preserve at least one of those 
Divisions in existence : but such a desire, however laudable, does not justify a 
plain and palpable violation of our organic law, or a neglect of its requirements, 
and must be met by a prompt and appropriate correction. We cannot, there- 
fore, but approve of the first resolution attached to the Report of the Board of 
Discipline, and adopted by the Grand Division. But, iu view of the ill feelings 
that obviously exist among certain brothers of Perseverance Division, No. 46, 
arising out of this unpleasant controversy, and the impracticability of forcing 
men, in such a state of mind, cordially to co-operate in the same Division, and 
whilst we approve of the spirit of the second resolution, your Committee would 
respectfully recommend, that it may be so far modified, as to permit Persever- 
ance Division, No. 46, to grand regular withdrawal cards, to such of its mem- 
bers as have joined Philadelphia Division, No. 1, bearing the same date as the 
irregular card under which they were admitted on the 27th of June last.

Brothers i — 

In presenting my first quarterly report as G. W. P., I have to simply state 
that no particular circumstance has occurred to which 1 could claim your at- 
tention. 

From a personal interview with nearly all the Divisions in the city, I find in 
many of them, an enthusiastic devotion to our Order, with a full and firm de- 
termination, both as individuals and as an Order, to carry to the fullest extent 
the principles of Total Abstinence. The meetings of a number of them are 
largely attended, and while a diversity of opinion exists, as to the best method 
of making their weekly gatherings interesting and effective, and while some 
prefer the intellectual u.ode of debates and readings, others open their doors 
tor the admission of Lady Visitors, and alter the regular order of business has 
been performed, resolve themselves into a social gathering for the purpose of 
conversation* and thereby become personally aquainted with each other, thus 
T)y every one endeavouring to add to the general fund of mutual improvement, 
H constitutes in the whole, an assembly, whereby I am satisfied much benefit 
results to the best interests of the Division, and is productive of great good to 
the cause of Temperance at large. The returns from several of the Divisions in 
the country, and the reports from the Deputies, would indicate that there is 
no diminution of membership or zeal existing among them— it is true, there 
are occasional instances, where the numericd strength has been reduced by 
persons enlisting in defence of our common country, but by a proper exertion 
being used on the part of those remaining, their places are being supplied by 
new recruits under the Flag of our Order, and there is every reason to believe 
that, upon peace being restored to our borders, we shall be in a very prosper- 
ous and cheering condition. 

An application was received a short time since for a charter for a Division 
to be established at Freemansburg, Lehigh county, which was granted, and 
the Division instituted as Unity Division. 

From a number of years experience as a member of the Grand Division, I 
am free to advocate the frequent meetings of that body, as being productive 
of much benefit to the Order, by increasing the sociability among its members, 
an interchange of sentiments, and the suggestions which are brought forward 
by that interchange, as also the results of the experiments that are started iu 
assisting to advance our interests, I therefore cannot but regret, that our con- 
stitution prohibits the monthly assemblages instituted by my predecessor.

so as to leave the subject open to the discretion of the Grand Division, fully 
believing that the incentives thrown out by this body for the emulation of the 
younger members, will iuduce them to take a more active interest in the sub- 
ordinate divisions.

The Board of Discipline made the following report in the case of Enoch C. 
Hendry, vs., Washington Division, No. 2. 

REPORT : 

The facts which give rise to this appeal, are briefly as follows : 

At a meeting of the above Division, a member of a sister Division presented 
himself for admission, he being without the Pass-word and Explanation, waa 
vouched for by a member of Washington Division, the W. P. decided that 
according to the Ritual, (the old one) under which the Division is working, he 
could not be admitted, which decision was sustaiued by the Division. As a 
different decision was given on a former occasion by the late W. P., the ap- 
pellant dissents hereto, and asks that some definite interpretation shall be 
given in the matter. 

The Board of Discipline are well aware of the general disagreement upon the 
subject, and have anticipated that some circumstance would arise which would 
bring it to an issue. With the view of giving to the adjudicating power all in- 
formation touching the point in question, we collate all the enactments of the 
National body, in relation thereto, 

The Old Ritual (1st) specifies that none so situated shall be admitted “ un- 
less vouched for by the G. W. P., or his Deputy.” 

The 2d Ritual (that of 1853) employs identical language. 

The 3d Ritual enacts that none shall be admitted “ unless vouched for by 
a brother in good standing.” 

The last work being the acknowledged standard of the order, would' at first 
sight seem to determine the question, and negative the action of the Division. 
There are however, equally cogent rules of a contra character. Other author- 
ities are as follows, on page 527, Journal of National Division, we find a pro- 
position to insert after the words B. Book, “ or by two members of the D^ ; - 
ion and the W. P.,” which was not agreed to. 
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pp. 711-12 — “ Resolved, That when any Subordinate Division presents itself

Appended to which is the following “ Note by M. W. S. In this connec- 
tion the M. W. S. would state that it was the expressed desire of the National 
Division, that Divisions should be entitled to use such Rituals as they have 
on hand at the present time.” . 

This in our opinion determines the whole question ; the Rituals being op- 
tional with Subordinate Divisions. In this instance Washington Division has 
but exercised her prerogative, and visiting brethren must submit to the laws 
which govern her own members, until the grant made by the National Division 
be revoked. Local laws are paramount, and ali persons must conform to the 
regulations, which obtain in the several Divisions. 

We doubt not that to many, this matter may occasion inconvenience, but 
it is one which the National Division alone can control, by the adoption of 
some single Ritual to the abolition of all others. 

We therefore offer for your approval the following, 

Resolved, That the appeal of Bro. Enoch G. llendry against Washington

The appellant’s wife having deceased in January last, an application for the 
funeral benefit was forwardei to the Division. “ As the brother was in ar- 
rears and not beneficial,” the application was denied, and “ the R. S. instruct- 
ed to write to the brother to that effect.” Subsequently, a second communi- 
cation of like character was sent by this appellant, urging his right as a recip- 
ient, on the ground that, although not entitled to weekly benefits for sickness 
yet that his claim to the funeral benefit was unquestionable ; he basing it upon 
Art. II, Sec. 4., By-Laws, which enacts that “ the funeral benefits, on the death 
of a brother shall be $30, and $15 to be paid to a brother on the death of his 
wife,” without stipulating that such brother shall be in good standing, or with- 
out sufficient arrearages to disqualify him. 

The Board of Discipline conceive that Art. 5, Sec. 2, of By-Laws of said 
Division, is a sufficient and satisfactory ^solution of the question. It reads thus : 
“No member who is three months or more in arrears for dues, fines or other 
charges, shall be eligible to receive the benefits of the Division until six weeks 
after he has settled his account in full ; provided, alwavs, that if any member 
reside more than five miles from the place of meeting, he shall be allowed six 
months instead of three to settle his arrears.” In this case the Division al- 
leges, and the appellant admits that his arrearages were for a greater period 
than six months. We therefore submit for your approval the following, 

Resolved, That the appeal of Bro. John J. Abdill against Excelsior Division

Wm. T. Pidgeon vs. D. G. W. P., Salter. 

At the last meeting in March 1862, this appellant was elected to the office 
of W. P., of the Division. At the subsequent meeting, when the D. G. Con- 
ductor, propounded the query “whether any brother was aware of just 
cause, why the W. P. elect, should not be inducted to the office assigned him,’ 
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a brother arose in place, and object oil to his installation, on the ground “ that 
lie was elected contrary to our laws, being nine months in arrears, on the night 
of his election.” After some discussion the qucAidh was submitted to the D. 
G. W. I\, Pro. Salter, who declared the seat vacant and ordered a new elec- 
tion. The Division then proceeded to the election, this appellant being one of 
the nominees. Alter the ballot, Pro. Coleman, the opposing candidate was 
declared elected, he having received more than two-thirds of the whole vote. 
Bro. Coleman was then installed into office. 

Against this subsequent election, and the vacation of the position to which 
he was elected in the first instance, this appellant takes issue, and alleges that 
no disqualifying law exists, and now asks that this Grand Division may so de- 
termine [i:u\ dhvet the D. G. W. P.. to install him as W. P. of said Division. 

Prom a <•. r -ltd review of tiie By-Laws, the Board of Discipline are led to 
believe that no rule exist < winch serves as a disqualification. Art. 12, Sec. 1, 
reads, “ Any brother who is iliroe months in arrears, shall not be privileged to 
vote at the elect ion for officers ; nor shall any brother on the first night of his 
membership take part in the proceedings, nevertheless he may be elected by 
the Division to fill the office of A. 11. S., 0. S., or I. S.” 

We conceive that so far as regards the matter of arrearages this By-Law ex- 
tends only to a deprivation of the privilege of the right of voting ; and does 
not touch that of eligibility to office. Indeed we are not cognisant of any pow- 
er vested in Subordinate Divisions to determine the question of eligibility in 
this particular. 

With regard to the second election we have only to say, that if a vacancy 
had existed such election would have been invalid, by reason of a By-Law of 
said Division which enacts, “ That from and after the passage of this resolu- 
tion, no brother can be elected to any office in this Division, without being 
nominated at least one week before the night of election, and that in open 
Division.” 

Being fully convinced that th’i3 appellant has been legally elected to the of- 
fice of W. P., we offer for your approval the following, 

Resolved, That the appeal of Bro. Wm. H. Pidgeon against Fraternal Di- 
vision, No. 49, is sustained ; and that the D. G. W. P., be directed to pro- 
ceed to his immediate installation.

ber visited said Division, on Wednesday evening, April 30th, 1862, and laid 
the case before it. The facts elicited appear to be a3 follows. On the 10th of 
July, 1861, the Division received notice that the Grand Division had decided 
in favor of Bro. Ducomb’s appeal, and directed them to pay him $6 00. Upon 
the reception of the notice on that evening, Bro. Wm. Davis informed the Di- 
vision that he intended to appeal to the National Division, which intention 
has not been pursued, and is now abandoned.

PREAMBLE. 

Whereas , This Grand Division have just received, with feelings of sincere 
regret, tidings of the sudden decease of our valued friend and Brother, P. W. 
P. Henry L. Benner, of Franklin Di vision, No. 5, who fell in the discharge of 
arduous duty, in the service of his country, on the April, 1862, and while 
we mourn his loss we feel that some expression of our estimation of his worth 
is due to the departed as well as the living ; Therefore, 

Resolved, That we as a body, cherish with the liveliest tenderness, the re- 
collection of our departed Brother, who in all his walk and conversation reflect- 
ed credit on our order, and who by his great worth and the beautiful harmony 
of his life and practice, with his principles and his profession, rendered him a 
true Son of Temperance. 

Resolved , That we respectfully tender to the bereaved family of onr late 
brother, our deepest sympathy, and would point them to the one source of re- 
lief to which Faith points with ardent hopes, where the weary are at rest, and 
are again united. 

Resolved , That a copy of these proceedings, duly attested by the G. W. P., 
G. S. and the seal of the Grand Division be transmitted to the family of the 
deceased, and that they be entered at length on the Journal of the Grand Di- 
vision.

To the Grand Division S. of T.< of Penna : 

G. W. P. and Brothers : — 

The Committee to whom were referred the Preamble and Resolution of 
Bro. Wm. Nicholson, directing the Board of Discipline to give their approval, 
heretofore withheld, to the following By-Law adopted by Fredonia Division 
No. 36, April 18th, 1862. 

14 Any brother living within three miles of the place of meeting* whoshaU 
fail to be present and ready to participate in the business of at least five reg- 
ular meetings in each quarterly term, and shall not furnish to the Division 
without notice to do so, satisfactory proof that he was hindered from attend- 
ing on at least five of his absent evenings in the term, by sickness, disability, 
business or family claims, shall not have sick or funeral benefits for himself or 
his wife for any benefit cause arising in the succeeding quarterly term” re- 
spectfully report : 

That they find that in the appeal of Bro. Madeira and others from the action 
of Evening Star Division, No. 70 (see Journal of G. D., for 1850 page 166) 
the Grand Division decided that a subordinate Division has no authority to 
compel the attendance of its members at meetings by fines or other penalties. 

We see no good reason why the Grand Division should now make a different 
decision. 

We cannot view the proposed By-Law of Fredonia Division in any other 
light than as an attempt to compel the attendance of members by penalty. 

We believe that it is the peculiar privilege of every brother to decide for 
himself as to his ability to attend the meetings of his Division — the propos- 
ed By-Law deprives him of this privilege by requiring him to give satisfactory 
proof that his absence was produced by causes therein named. 

We do not think that a Brother otherwise entitled can be deprived of bene- 
fits for non-attendance upon the meetings of the Division. 

Your Committee therefore believe that the action of the Board of Discipline 
in refusing their approval of the proposed By Law of Fredonia Division was 
correct and would recommend that the Preamble and Resolutions of Bro. 
Nicholson be not adopted.

Bro. H. Reude, of No. 6. E. H. Luckenback, of No. 8. 

Their credentials being found correct, they were duly initiated into this 
branch of our order. 

The following communication was read. 

To the Grand Division S. of T. } of Penna : 

Your Petitioner, a member of the order and this body, respectfully sets forth 
that on Friday evening, July 18th, 1862, he was present, at a regular meeting of 
Union Division, No. 12, at the S. W. corner of Second and Brown streets as 
a visitor, in the city of Philadelphia. That before the Division closed he desired 
to retire and presented himself before the Past Worthy Patriarch and gave the 
retiring salutation and walked toward the inner door to go out, the inside Sen- 
tinel closed the door which had been ieft open and refused to let him pass. 
The W. P., sanctioned the conduct of the inside Sentinel by informing your peti- 
tioner that in order to retire he must procure a retiring password from the As- 
sistant Conductor. Your petitioner being aware that such was not the law as 
prescribed by the ritual of the order, and not desiring to violate the law, sub- 
mitted to an arbitrary and unjust imprisonment for a length ol time, not much 
short of an hour until the Division adjourned. Prior to the adjournment he 
notified said Division that he would present a complaint against said Division 
to the G. D., which would convene at Bethlehem on the 23d day of July, 1862. 
Your petitioner believing that there are other Divisions under your jurisdic- 
tion who are erroneously and unlawfully requiring from visiting members what 
was sought to be obtained from your petitioner, to wit, an observance of the 
old forms prescribed in the first ritual of the order, and being aware that said 
ritual has been suspended and is no longer binding upon those who choose to 
be governed by the last rituai which has been declared the ritual of the order, 
respectfully petitions that you will adopt for the government of such refractory 
Divisions some explanatory resolution as to what is the duty of all Divisions 
in the premises, and that you will express your disapprobation of the conduct 
of the Division herein named in the matter herein referred to, respectfully sug- 
gesting that the matter if not acted on at once be referred to a special commit- 
tee of your body, because the Board of Discipline have recently reported in 
substance and principle sustaining Divisions in just such departures from law 
as is herein complained of, and because further the chairman of the Board of 
Discipline is a member of Union Division, and is fully and warmly committed 
to its course upon the occasion complained of.

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After a lengthy discussion, and in accordance with the views expressed, the 
G. W. P. ruled that no further legislation by this Grand Division was neces- 
sary, in the premisses, inasmuch as this Grand Division has recently made a 
decision on this subject, adverse to the practice of Union Division, No. 12, 
which decision was sustained and confirmed by the National Division, in their 
action on the appeal of Wm. S. Erwin, vs. the Grand Division of Pennsylvania? 
in the following minute, viz : 

“ Your committee are of the opinion that the decision of the Grand Division 
was correct. When the permission of this National Division was given to sub- 
ordinate Divisions to use the old Ritual, it was intended to apply to the Lec- 
tures and charges and general routine of the initiation service, but not intend- 
ed to affect the manner and form of entrance and egress to and from Divis- 
ions. The following resolution is therefore offered for adoption. Resolved, 
that the appeal of Wm. S. Erwin be dismissed, and the decision of the Grand 
Division of Pennsylvania confirmed .” 

On motion of Wm. C. Claghorn, it was Resolved, That the thanks of this 
Grand Division be'tendered to the members and Lady Visitors of Penn Division, 
No. 6, for the use of their beautifully decorated Hall on this occasion, and also 
to the members of Penn and Bethlehem Divisions for the special attentions 
paid the members of the G. Division during their visit. 

The minutes were read, and approved, and the Grand Division adjourned.

The Grand W. P. presented his Annual Report, as follows : 

REPORT. 

To the Grand Division, Sons of Temperance of Pennsylvania. 

Grand Representatives and Brothers : 

In surrendering to you the important trust you confided to my keeping 
at the last Annual Session of this Grand Division, I have every reason to 
believe that I do so under a consciousness of having discharged the duties 
to the best of my abilities, and “ with a fidelity becoming a true Son of Tem- 
perance.” The period has been one of almost incalculable difficulty in 
adding to the numerical strength of our Order, by the unholy rebellion that 
has been laying waste such a large portion of our once peaceful and happy 
country, and arraying in deadly combat every fraternal tie or severing the 
strongest feeling of fraternal affection. Thousands of our order have left 
their peaceful homes — their happy firesides and their prosperous avocations 
for the re-establishment and preservation of those liberties bequeathed to 
us as a rich legacy by our forefathers, with the injunction that we should 
hand them down to our posterity, without one star being dimmed or one 
stripe erased from its glorious ensign. Yet amid all the gloom and desola- 
tion by which we are surrounded, we have the cheering intelligence that 
very nearly, if not all, the members of our order who have rallied under the 
flag of our country, have retained inviolate the pledge of total abstinence 
made in the Division rooms ; and with the same undaunted enthusiasm they 
bear aloft the banner of the free, they unfurl to the breeze the banner that 
redeems them from the thraldom of intemperance — directs them to “ look 
around mankind, to warn their fellow men from error’s path,” and con- 
duct them to that circle where each is a shield to the other and all to the 
world an example.” Long may they continue to carry out those principles, 
and when they return to their homes and beloved associations, may they 
be enabled to labor more diligently in extending the benefits resulting from 
total abstinenoe, and in advancing the interests of the Sons of Temperance. 
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Having from my earliest connection with the Order been folly impressed 
with the advantages arising from the freqnent visitation among the members 
of the subordinate Divisions, and also the frequent meetings of this Grand 
Division, thereby affording an opportunity to counsel, admonish and 
strengthen each other in the discharge of our duties, and to deliberate on 
the means best adapted to promote the obejct^for which we are associated, 
and having learned from my associates the pleasure they derive from the 
frequent fraternal associations that marked the administration of my pre- 
decessor, I have regretted exceedingly that the Constitution of the Grand 
Division prevents their continuance, and that it was not in my power to 
call you together more frequently than has been done, so that we might be 
enabled to keep in constant agitation those vital principles upon which our 
institution rests. As the business of the Special Meetings monopolize the 
time and attention of those present, and prevent anything from being trans- 
acted except what is embraced in the call, there is but very little opportunity 
for social intercourse with each other, and but little time is afforded for a free 
and fair discussion of those subjects that are so eminently calculated to 
u promote the harmony and preserve unsullied the reputation of the Sons 
of Temperance.” \ 

I am persuaded that it would add considerably to our efficiency as an 
organization, if measures were adopted whereby monthly meetings of this 
Grand Division could be held, not only for the transaction of such business 
as may be brought before it, but also for the free interchange of sentiment 
and discussion of subjects connected with the cause we have so much at 
heart. 

Experience has clearly demonstrated to me the advantages resulting from 
the admission of Lady Visitors to the Division Rooms. The natural and 
powerful influence of women in moulding and forming the minds and habits 
of our sex, and transforming man from the gross and sensual character too 
often displayed, into a being of sensibility and benevolence, has been ac- 
knowledged in all ages and in all countries. Their active co-operation has 
been Sensibly felt in the family circle, at the domestio fireside, and on fes- 
tive occasions. Where then could we better engage their sympathies and 
claim their assistance, than in sustaining us in efforts to maintain our cause 
or in rescuing our fellow beings from the whirlpool of destruction ? 

Having visited most of the Divisions in the City and suburbs twice or 
more during my administration as G. W. P., I am convinced that facts will 
warrant the assertion that those Divisions where Ladies are admitted, are 
in a more prosperous condition ; the meetings are better attended by its 
members and consequently possess more interest ; the numerical strength 
is increased in a far greater ratio, and fewer reports of a violation of the 
pledge are to be found, than in those Divisions where the Ladies are not 
admitted. I am aware that I differ in sentiment with some of my fellow- 
members of this Grand Division, but I must frankly confess that 1 have not 
been to a meeting of any Division where they were present, without being 
deeply sensible of the advantages resulting from their association, and the 
beneficial effects arising from the influence they exercise over our actions and 
conduct. I feel confident that a more general invitation to the Ladies to 
unite with us in our efforts to stem the tide of intemperance, would be at- 
tended with the happiest results. 

Those great nurseries of our order — the Cadets of Temperance — should not 
only claim, but receive our active aid and sympathy. The grand maxim 
“that as the twig is bent the tree is inclined,” is as true as it is ancient, 
and renders it more necessary for us to extend to them the fostering care 
they so richly deserve. If in them we behold the future rulers of our 
country, and those who are to sway the sceptr*or dispense the laws, how 
much more necessary is it for us to deeply implant the pledge of total ab- 
stinence in their breasts, and engraft in their youthful minds the principle* 
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of strict fidelity and integrity. In doing thus much, we go far toward mak- 
ing them what is enjoined on us to do, useful members of society. 

It is a source of much congratulation to find that those who are holding 
high positions in the Executive, Legislative, Judicial and Military offices, 
are giving their testimony, against the use of alcoholic stimulants ; and 
highly as we may approve of the orders that have been issued against the 
introduction of intoxicating leverages into the camps, and among those who 
have gone forth in defence of our country, it is much to be regretted that 
many of the officers, high in rank and position, and surrounded by honor 
and renown, will permit their appetites to become debased, their intellects 
destroyed, and their natures degraded below the level of the brute creation. 
Well may we exclaim “that the spirit is willing but the flesh is weak,” 
when we witness such exhibitions of fallen humanity, the only remedy for 
which, is a total banishment of such beverages from the face of the earth. 

In conclusion, Brothers, permit me to return you my hearty thanks, for 
the uniform courtesy and support that I have received from you during the 
past year, with a sincere desire that you will continue steadfast in the 
principles of love, purity and fidelity. To the Grand Scribe in particular my 
acknowledgments are due for the aid and assistance he has rendered me in 
the discharge of the duties connected with the office. That he may long 
deserve and receive your suffrages for the office he now holds, and yon be 
permitted to remain on earth to confer them on him, is the sincere desire

The Committee on the state of the Order presented the follow- 
ing report : 


To the Grand Division , S. of T. of Penna : 

By a resolution of the Grand Division adopted at its Annual Session of 
1855, the G. W. P., the acting P. G. W. P., and the Grand Scribe were con- 
stituted a Committee on the state of the Order, to report at each Annual 
Session. In compliance with the duty thus enjoined upon it, the Com- 
mittee beg leave to report that from the most reliable data within its reach, 
there # we r © in operation at the last Annual Session, held October 23, 1861, 
seventy-five Divisions, since which time four Divisions have been chartered, 
making seventy-nine. Six Divisions have relinquished their Charter, 
leaving seventy-three Divisions now in operation. From most of these re- 
ports have been made during the year. Several Divisions are in a very lan- 
guishing condition. The number of initiations into the Order during the last 
year was 1062 ; the expulsions reported 722. Present number of members, 
as near as can be ascertained from the last reports received from Divisions 
now in operation, 5,220. Forty-six Divisions report 2,311 Lady Visitors. 
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The receipts from all sources during the official year just 

concluded, amount to $655 36 

The expenditures during the same period have been, . 866 94

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An official communication from the Grand Division of Massa- 
chusetts was read, notifying us of the suspension of Crystal 
Fount Division from its privileges, and declaring its charter sus- 
pended. The G. S. was on motion directed to note the reception 
of the communication on the journal. 

The G. W. P. presented his Quarterly Report, as follows, viz]: 

Worthy Brothers: — 

Three months have passed since the Annual Session of the Grand Divi- 
sion, and it becomes my duty to report to you the condition and wants of 
the Order in this jurisdiction. The failure of many of mv deputies to 
make their Quarterly Reports, prevents my giving a detailed statement of 
the progress made thus far, and I shall only be able to give a general view, 
which will apply to nearly every district in the State. 

The brethren seem to be confirmed in the belief, that while our beloved 
country is passing through her fiery trial, they are justified in folding 
their hands and suffering the Order to live or die, without any effort upon 
their part. If some adventurous brother proposes any plan for the good 
of the Order, he is generally met with the argument, that “ nothing can be 
done ; people will not listen to temperance while this war lasts.” In my 
opinion, the conclusion is a false one. Give the people an opportunity to 
listen to temperance truths ; keep before them the fact, that now, if ever, 
it is necessary for a firm and united stand, to check the victorious march 
of intemperance. 

Our countrymen, who have gone forth with their lives in their hands, to 
preserve the integrity of the Union, are met, upon their entrance into 
camp by this hideous monster, and, alas ! too many brave hearts have 
gone down to dishonorable graves through its blasting influence. / 

The history of former wars teaches us that all moral and religious asso- 
ciations have suffered thereby. The present condition of our Order, and 
similar institutions, convinces me that this war will, in this respect, be no 
exception. It behooves us, then, brethren, to buckle on the armor, and 
with renewed zeal endeavor to awaken the people to the great importance 
of raising a mighty barrier to the progress of the tide of misery, wretch- 
edness and woe which threaten to overwhelm the country. I counsel 
brethren, to throw off your apathy ; in your Division, in the social circle, 
in public, everywhere, be active in devising plans for the “good of the 
Order.” What are we doing to advance its interests ? Outside of our 
Division Rooms, are we seeking to impress upon the community the many 
benefits arising from connection with us ? Tell it softly, brethren, we are 
doing nothing. I trust, the assembled wisdom of the Order, at this session, 
will devise some means whereby this lamentable condition of things may 
be remedied. 

In this connection I desire to impress upon your minds the importance 
of engaging some suitable person to represent this Grand Division through- 
out the State as a Public Lecturer. One who will present our principles 
faithfully and fearlessly, and gather up his converts into Divisions ; thus 
swelling our numbers, increasing our importance, and extending largely 
our means of usefulness. Other Grand Divisions are moving in this mat- 
ter, and the old Keystone should not be backward when good can be accom- 
plished. 

I have been prevented, by other engagements, thus far, from visiting the 
Subordinate Divisions, but design commencing a series of official visita- 
tions to the Philadelphia Divisions on Monday evening, February 9th. 
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The brethren of this grand body are earnestly invited to co-operate with 
me, in order that these visitations may be interesting and profitable. 

Trusting, brethren, that our deliberations may be conducted with bro- 
therly love and harmony, and that something may be done that will con- 
fer lasting benefit to the Order,

A communication from the Grand Scribe of the Grand Division 
of Massachusetts, accompanying a Memorial to the Governor of 
that State, representing the fearful ravages of intemperance in 
the Army, requesting him to refuse military appointments to 
drinking men, was read, and after full discussion, it was on motion 
of P. G. W. P. William A. Duff, 

Resolved, That the Grand Scribe be authorised to prepare a Memorial of 
a similar character, and that it be signed by the officers of the Grand Divi- 
sion, presented to the Governor, and published. 

The following is the Memorial : — 

To his Excellency, Andrew G. Curtin, 

Governor of the State of Pennsylvania : — 

The Sons of Temperance , an organization that has furnished a large 
number of our Pennsylvania Volunteers, respectfully asks your attention 
to a great danger to which our soldiers are exposed, and pray you to do 
whatever is in your power to arrest it, or limit its extent. « 

We refer to the use of intoxicating drink. Our Brothers in the Army 
tell us that this is their great enemy ; that it causes almost all the offences 
for which soldiers are punished ; that it lowers their general character, im- 
pairs their discipline, and in many cases disgusts them with the service. 
Its prevalence among our officers renders it far more dangerous and more 
difficult to control. No power can reach them, except the power that gives 
them office. To that power we appeal. 

The earnest efforts made by many of the officers, at the head of-separate 
commands, have effected much good. But those efforts have been chiefly 
directed to the exclusion of liquor from the ranks, and have to a great 
extent been counteracted by the example of drinking officers. 

We pray you, as the Executive of Pennsylvania, to affix the seal of her 
condemnation upon their example, by refusing to give military appoint- 
ments to drinking men. We believe your Excellency can, by plainly and 
openly adopting this policy, do more to protect the soldiers of Pennsylva- 
nia from this evil than has been done by all the restrictions and prohibi- 
tions made by those in military command. 

We present this subject to your Excellency, chiefly in its military aspect, 
as bearing upon the health, discipline and efficiency of our Army. Dearly 
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as we cherish the welfare of our Brothers now in the field — knowing as we 
do the danger to which they are exposed — and deeply as this subject affects 
the public welfare in other respects, we should be silent in this hour of our 
country’s peril, were it not that this evil diminishes the number and im- 
pairs the efficiency of our soldiers, and thereby greatly increases the na- 
tional danger. We well know that many parents who would not withhold 
their sons from the perils of the field, shrink from exposing them to the 
more dreaded perils of the camp. 

With these views, this organization respectfully, but earnestly, prays 
your Excellency to protect our poldiers from the use of intoxicating drink, 
by refusing appointments or promotions to men whose example sustains a 
custom every way so pernicious.

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THE TWENTY-FIRST ANNIVERSARY 


OF THE ORDER OF 


SONS OF TEMPERANCE 

Was celebrated by a Public Meeting, held in Concert Hall, in 
Philadelphia, on Tuesday Evening, the 29th of September, 1863.. 
Thousands were present on the occasion, and vast numbers were 
unable to gain admittance, in consequence of the crowd. The 
greatest enthusiasm prevailed. The Odes of the Order were sung, 
accompanied by Bergfield's Band. 

The following Address was delivered by the Rev. William B. 
Wood, Grand Chaplain of the Grand Division of Pennsylvania: 

The present century is one that will occupy a grander position, 
and fill a larger space in the pages of this world's history, than 
any that has preceded it — excepting, always, the work of the 
Divine Redeemer. What future centuries may produce, — if fu- 
ture centuries there be, — is with the Ubiquitous and Omniscient 
Lord of all. The creature Man can speak with definiteness but 
of the past and present, — nay, scarce of these, for, often in the 
roll of years, when our perceptions have grown keener, and our 
experience becomes riper, we find we have but “seen men as 
trees walking." 

Stapding to-day in the noon of the nineteenth century, and 
looking back over the centuries of the past, we rejoice that we 
have our probationary existence in the present. 

The grand, but often slow-timed movements of the past — move- 
ments of a political, literary, and moral character — seem culmi- 
nating to their final glory. As one of the great moral organiza- 
tions of the age, we are just crossing the threshold of manhood, 
and may be allowed to look out on the prospect before us, ere we 
move forward to the full efforts we shall be called upon to make, 
and the grand results over which we hope to rejoice. 
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Every age has its peculiarity. And while the various organiza- 
tions that characterize it, may be said td exhibit that peculiarity, 
it is the spirit of the age, which, in its outward development, 
produces these tangible monuments of its character. 

What are the peculiarities of the present age ? It is emphati- 
cally an age of Progress and of Practical Effort for the highest 
and best interests of humanity. Progress and honest effort in the 
cause of suffering humanity, stand as “Boaz” and “Jachin,” 
right and left hand pillars in the Temple of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. 

If the cause in which we are engaged — the organization whose 
twenty-first anniversary we now celebrate — is in keeping with 
the great characteristics of the age, we may expect the perpetua- 
tion of this organization — the glorious triumph of this cause. 

Do you ask for the confirmation of my first position, viz : that 
this is an age of Progress ? Scientific investigations and results ; 
in Chemistry, Geology, Astronomy, Propelling Forces, Mechan- 
ism, and a thousand other branches, speak; and I am sure you 
. understand the voice. Interchange of thought by Press and Te- 
legraph — achievements of genius — development and culture of 
mind, all show it. Advancement of thought, also, shaking off the 
trammels of creeds, loosing the bands or sectarianism, bursting 
the chains of prejudice, and bringing out into the broad sun-light 
the great fact, too long wilfully hidden, that all of human kind 
are one family , and hence no matter of what clime or class, we 
may not rightfully oppress or degrade them. 

While the present age respects the sound and well-defined prin- 
ciples of the past, it sweeps onward in the chariot of Progress, 
" to the illimitable fields of Thought, Kesearch, and Investigation 
that lie beyond; crushing beneath its flashing wheels the lifeless 
husks and withered leaves of past fruitless efforts. 

Does the Temperance movement chime in harmoniously with 
the grand march of Human Progress? or, does it throw the weight 
of its influence and effort in an opposite direction ? Your well- 
informed minds and rapid thoughts have already answered the 
question. 

Let intemperance prevail to the full extent that human depra- 
vity on the one hand, and hellish malice on the other, can attain; 
unimpeded by the potent efforts of the friends of humanity in 
this glorious cause; and what room, or hope, have we for Pro- 
gress? All is dark, deteriorating, damning. In science, the arts, 
genius, culture, development, freedom ; shall we reel on amid bac- 
chanalian revels, or take, as a “ light to our feet and lamp for our 
pathway,” the radiant Star of Temperance ? 

As an age of Progress, this is emphatically a Christian age. 
The Christian faith, meeting the great want of humanity, is 
speeding forward on the wings of light, permeating all nations 
and communities with its blessed doctrines and influences. 
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As the fabled goddess Minerva from the head of Jupiter; or, as 
Eve from the side of Adam, to be a companion and helpmeet; so 
Temperance, born of the pure spirit of Christianity, breathing the 
self-sacrificing atmosphere of the gospel, with a grand trinity of 
principles as its motto, — “ Love, Purity, and Fidelity,” — moves 
majestically forward, the companion and helpmeet of Beligion. 
Tried by all rules and forms of Progress, the Temperance cause 
will stand the test, and come forth from the crucible the brighter 
for the trial. 

I have said, that practical effort for the best interests of huma- 
nity, characterize the present century. A brief review of the past 
sixty years, will establish the fact beyond controversy. A noble 
work has been done in that time for the comfort and improve- 
ment of the deaf, the dumb, the blind, the idiotic or feeble-mind- 
ed, the orphan, the destitute. Magnificent institutions, endowed 
and sustained by private, voluntary contributions, every where to 
be seen, speak volumes on this subject. Never before, in the his- 
tory of the world, has there been such systematic, general, and 
continued attention to the destitute and unfortunate of all classes. 
Even the horrors of wfcr are softened, and the groans of the 
wounded and dying on the battle-field and in the crowded hospi- 
tal, are turned into praise, by ministering angels of mercy in hu- 
man form. Let a thousand “ soldiers 1 aid societies,” and tens of 
thousands of fair hands and kind hearts, constantly engaged in 
this work, bear testimony. 

Diffusion of general intelligence by means of common schools, 
and persistent and uncompensated labors in the Sabbath school 
for the improvement of the heart, alike show the practical, phi- 
lanthropic spirit of the age. 

The opening of the present century saw the- grandest stand 
ever made by man in favor of down-trodden humanity; first, in 
our own favored land by our honored fathers; and, almost simul- 
taneously, by Pitt, Wilberforce, and others, in the mother coun- 
try, until the slaver, with all his dark and damning crimes against 
helpless humanity, had the brand of piracy fixed upon his brow, 
and was driven from the seas. And with the roll of years, the 
ancient sentiment that “ might makes right,” has been giving 
way, and I will venture the assertion, that never in the history 
of the race, was there more disinterested effort for the weak, de- 
fenceless, and oppressed. 

The grand spectacle is before the world to-day, of a peace- 
loving nation rushing to arms, laying down the lives of its chil- 
dren by thousands, pouring out its blood like water, to maintain 
intact, that immortal declaration of our fathers — “ That all men 
are created equal; that they are endowed by their Creator with 
certain unalienable rights ;” “ that among these are life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness ;” — and hence, no banded aristocracy 
built upon any foundation whatever, should be permitted to over- 
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throw the heaven-given, blood-bought principles and government 
founded in the sovereignty of the people. Let a hundred gory 
fields where heroes fought, and bled, and died in behalf of liberty 
and law, testify to the character of the age. Let the glorious 
banner of our country — dearer to us than ever, for the dangers 
through which it has recently passed — now the guarantee of lib- 
erty, as well as a republican form of government, wherever it 
goes, attest the truth of my position. 

The blessed Gospel, too, wins its way as never before, among 
the nations of the earth. With self-sacrificing spirit, the heralds 
of the Cross are laying their bones in Africa, India, and the Isles 
of the Ocean, for the present and eternal welfare of others. What 
a grand heroic work is this ! 

The white-winged angel of Temperance accompanies all these 
efforts in behalf of humanity. None can succeed so well without 
her. Besides, she has her special work. Intemperance, now con- 
fessed the monster evil of the age, injures, blasts, destroys, both 
soul and body. Temperance reverses this — blots out a long cata- 
logue of crimes and “ hides a multitude of sins.” She raises the 
besotted and debased from the gutter, to honor and renown : — 
turns the lion into a lamb, the fiend into a “ brother and a friend.” 
She makes the widow's heart to leap for joy ; restores to worse 
than orphaned ones, the tenderness of parental care; walks hand 
in hand with piety, and is the stepping-stone to the kingdom of 
God. Blot out the Temperance cause, and let the fiery tide of in- 
temperance roll over the race; and if you do not put out every 
hope of the race in utter night, you at least put back the clock of 
human progress and practical effort for the best interests of hu- 
manity, a thousand years. Next to the religion of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, it is pre-eminently the need and the work of the age. 

For twenty-one years our beloved Order has gone forth a min- 
istering angel in this cause, “ Still blessing and to bless.” Our 
position has been no equivocal one. While, in some isolated cases, 
the church of God has been a silent witness of the ravages of in- 
temperance within her communion, and while some accredited 
ministers of Christ have occupied doubtful ground, or the trumpet 
in their hands given an uncertain sound, and they have thus been 
recreant to the cause of humanity and to the spirit of the age ; aye, 
and to the cause of God ! it cannot be so affirmed of the Order of 
the Sons (or Daughters) of Temperance. With well-defined prin- 
ciples, honest purpose, and untiring effort, we have stood as the 
vanguard of the grand army of Temperance, and met and repelled 
again and again, the thundering charges of the cohorts of intem- 
perance, Our ranks may be thinned; some points may be tempo- 
rarily abandoned to the enemy, but this gathering to-night, shows 
we are not demoralized. Our hearts are firm, our purposes the 
same, our trust in God unshaken. “No one with mind capable of 
discerning truth, and heart alive to the beauty and grandeur of 
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moral heroism, can doubt that the cause of Temperance is the 
cause of humanity, the cause of God.” Whatever reverses the 
cause or our Order may have, there can be no ultimate failure. 
Such a cause cannot die ! God is its author, and like Him, it is 
immortal. 

The word of the Almighty hath declared, “ Every valley shall 
be exalted, and every mountain and hill shall bo made low; and 
the crooked shall be made straight, and the rough places plain ; 
and all flesh shall see the salvation of God.” Before that day 
comes, Temperance must spread her mantle over the earth, envel- 
oping all mankind. Being an auxiliary to, and an integral part of, 
the Gospel; it must triumph with it, and spread from the rivers 
to the ends of the earth. 

Three years ago a party of five, two gentlemen and three ladies, 
crossed the Niagara river in a small boat, many miles above the 
Falls. They were young and light-hearted. They had a merry 
passage, spent a happy hour on the Canada side, and then em- 
barked for their return. All went well until they neared the cen- 
tre of the stream. Just then there came down upon them a fierce 
gale of wind, rushing down the mighty river. The boat shot for- 
ward. It was in the mad current. The men plied their oars. They 
were strong and stalwart; but a power stronger than theirs held 
them within that dark line of swiftly moving waters. They left 
the landing they aimed for behind them. Thev looked with 
speechless lips into each others' white faces. They knew that 
they were going down with the current. The oarsmen strained 
every muscle. If they could only breast the current for awhile, 
relief might come. One of the fragile oars snapped. One more 
hold gone. Never a word was spoken. Death ana eternity stared 
them in the face. Upon one solitary oar and one single oarsman 
hung five precious lives. Surely, very surely, they were going 
down with the dark current. Suddenly, when the hands of the 
oarsman were bleeding and torn, when the signal of distress had 
long fluttered in vain, and the agitation and alarm had sowed the 
seeds of death in one fragile frame, a little boat was seen coming 
cautiously towards them. It turned back. It durst not venture 
too near. Not a word from the five. They seemed very near God 
and eternity. Another and stouter craft put off, rapidly at first, 
then very slowly. It must not come within the power of the in- 
furiated current. One moment it paused. No nearer. A rope was 
uncoiled. tl Seize the rope” shouted the boat's crew. An eager 
hand caught it. The stout craft shot rapidly off, and the rescued 
boat was drawn from the hurrying current. 

Man is voyaging across the stream of Time, thoughtless and 
gay ; the current of Intemperance dashing upon him sweeps him 
downward toward the gulf of perdition. 

Frail, timid crafts may venture forth, but are of little avail. Our 
Order is the staunch tried craft, manned by a bold and hardy 
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crew, which, venturing to the rifts of the infuriated current, draws 
with a “ brother’s hand and a brother’s welcome,” the unfortunate 
mortal to a place of safety and repose. 

My brethren, a thousand interests and incentives urge you for- 
ward. “ We have enlisted not for a summer campaign, but for 
the war; and we cannot expect to lay aside our arms until dis- 
charged from the duties and conflicts of life.” May your arm be 
strong and your heart ready in this cause, the “ cause of all man- 
kind” 

Let the monster vice, Intemperance, be exterminated ; and I 
see immorality banished, heathen temples falling, the race disen- 
thralled, the millennian dawn at hand : and as the shout of the 
victorious Temperance army rolls over the earth, I hear the 
dweller in the vale shouting to him upon the mountain top, and 
mountain top from mountain top catching the swelling joy, earth 
rolls the rapturous hosanna round — Hallelujah 1 the Lord God 
Omnipotent reigneth ! 

Pass the word, then, along the marshalled hosts arrayed in de- 
fence of humanity, and let that word be Death to Intemperance ! 

Then, 

“ Strike ! till the last armed foe expires, 

Strike ! for your altars and your fires ; 

Strike ! for the green graves of your sires ; 

God, and your native land.” 

Mr. Wood’s address was received by the vast audience with the 
highest satisfaction and great applause. 

The Eev. Dr. Eddy delivered a beautiful, forcible, patriotic, and 
eloquent address. He said that the spirit of the present age is 
liberty. The Russian serf has had the yoke of slavery lifted from 
his neck where it had been for centuries, and he now feels the 
blessings of, and can appreciate the power embraced in, that little 
syllable, liberty. 

Poland again has struck a blow against the power of tyranny, 
and they have now emblazoned on their banners of revolution — 
liberty. The Hungarian mother now teaches it to her child in the 
cradle, and follows it to the grave whispering into its ears the 
sweet sound of liberty. 

Italy, too, has tasted of the blessings of it, and is anxious for 
Garibaldi to strike again. 

America, too, knows and feels the power, beauty, and blessings 
of liberty, and on the fourth of July her torn and bullet-riddled 
banners were planted in Vicksburg in triumph of liberty. 

Liberty, continued the speaker, echoes along the whole line; it 
is in Gilmore’s Greek fire, and bids utter defiance to the boasting 
Bragg at Chattanooga. Liberty extends from the centre to the 
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circumference. What is liberty ? Is it simply the right to vote for 
a constable, a mayor, a governor, or a president? No, sir. True 
liberty is the Tight to be a man, no matter who hisses. Liberty 
consists in the right of a man to do everything that is right in the 
sight of God and the world. A man may live in a free country, 
and yet be a slave : we see instances of it every day in Philadel- 
phia. How many are slaves to lager beer ? How many spend 
their evenings in the rum-shop, and thus add misery to their fa- 
milies, because of their enslavement to rum-drinking? In Eng- 
land, in Scotland, in almost every part of the world, we find 
slaves enough to the infernal demon of intemperance. 

The brave American may plant his banner of liberty, and send 
forth his steamers, up and down the Mississippi ; he may, as he 
most unquestionably will, crush out this rebellion, and pay off the 
last dollar of the national debt ; yet he may be the slave of whis- 
key, more horrible in its power than even Jeff. Davis himself, and 
more demoralizing in its effects than the armies of Lee and Bragg. 

The speaker, after these preliminary remarks, alluded to the 
beauties of temperance in all things, and suggested that the very 
rebellion now in the land may be attributed to the slavery of 
whiskey. After exhorting the members of the Order to go on in 
their good work, the speaker retired, amid thunders of applause. 

The Rev. J. S. Willis was the next speaker. He took a plain, 
practical view of the cause in which the Order was engaged. He 
spoke in eloquent terms of the power of intemperance in control- 
ling the votes of the people. It mingles in every class of society, 
demoralizing all it touches, destroying the natural power of the 
human will, urging men to do deeds of horror and lawlessness, 
and dooming their very souls to perdition. In the political world 
intemperance takes a big hand; but let the temperance vote be 
deposited in such a way as will be of most benefit to the country. 
Let a voice go forth from the ballot-box to Washington against 
the treason of politicians or the treason of intemperance — against 
treason in every form. These sentiments were received with loud 
and continued applause. 

Hon. E. G. Lee, a member of the Legislature, delivered a very 
entertaining address, exciting rounds of applause and laughter. 
He said that, in or out of the Legislature, he would always be an 
enemy to intemperance in any form, and particularly that of in- 
temperance in strong drink. He wanted the world to know that; 
he desired every body to know that he is a member of the Sons of 
Temperance. 

The speaker now branched off on the subject of intemperance, 
the impurities of the wine and liquor manufactured now-a-days, 
and which have been made for years past; their deleterious effects

upon the physical as well as the moral character of all who use 
them. 

The speaker also animadverted upon the drinking saloons 
known publicly as concert saloons, “ where sweet damsels” are 
employed to hand around the drinks. These are the places where 
the young are first initiated in a career that leads them on a swift 
pathway to debauchery, the prison, and the gallows. These are 
the places that require legislative enactments; they are on the in- 
crease, and ought to be checked. It is a shocking sight to behold 
the ^female sex so lost to ail sense of decency and shame, as to lend 
themselves to attract thoughtless young men from the pathway 
of virtue and peace. The speaker illustrated his address with a 
number of well-told anecdotes, and finally retired about half-past 
ten o’clock, amid the liveliest demonstrations of applause. 

The exercises of the evening were very interesting. They were 
concluded by the entire audience singing the Closing Ode, com- 
mencing “ Good night, good night, to every one.” After which 
the vast assemblage separated, highly pleased with the events of 
the Twenty-first Anniversary.

The Grand Worthy Patriarch presented the following report : 

Philadelphia, Oct. 28th, 1863. 

To the Officers and Members of the Grand Division , S. of T . of Pa. 

Worthy 'Brothers : — Another y ear has passed away since we last met in 
our Annual Session, and we have again assembled to devise measures to 
advance the interests of our Order, and, I hutnbly trust, for the lasting 
benefit of mankind. In the period which has elapsed since, by yotfr pre- 
ferences, I was elected to the office of Grand Worthy Patriarch of the Grand 
Division of Pennsylvania, I very much regret my inability to chronicle sny 
new and startling advantages for the .Order. Circumstances have conspired 
to prevent the officers and members of Grand and Subordinate Divisions 
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giving that singleness of thought and purpose towards the promotion of 
the objects for which we have associated together. War’s alarms have 
been prevalent upon our border. The devastating march of a hostile army 
upon one of the fairest portions of our State, called into exercise every 
patriotic feeling of the true Son of Temperance ; and many of our Division 
Rooms were closed while the brethren betook themselves to the post of 
danger. In several of the interior counties, where the Order has flourished 
in happier and more peaceful seasons, meetings have not been held with 
the regularity which we could wish, but we are assured that the brethren 
are a a firmly imbued with temperance principles as those whose homes are 
farther from the scenes of danger, The true Son of Temperance will 
always be a true and firm patriot ; and while we regret, that for the time 
being, the progress of our Order and the cause of Temperance have been 
retarded, yet we can poi^it with pride and pleasure te these, our brethren, 
who illustrate thus conspicuously the truths which we profess. 

Whilst, numerically, we are not as strong as in other days, I am firmly 
oonvinced, from an experience of twelve months, during which I hare 
visited nearly one half, the Divisions in the State, and been in communica- 
tion personally, or by letter, with the brethren from all parts of this juris- 
diction, that the decline in membership is not so detrimental to our inte- 
rests as many would suppose. The drift wood has merely floated off with 
the tide, leaving the strength, the bone and sinew of our Order intact. A 
more exalted love for the Division Room pervades the membership, and I 
am led to believe that the truths we represent are more generally accepted 
than ever before in the history of the Temperance Reformation. To the 
Great Head of our Order, the Great Patriarch above, let us give thanks for 
the wonderful success which has blessed the cause in our generation. 

Too many of us, I am afraid, have not sufficient faith in the ultimate 
success of the Temperance movement. It is true, we hope, in a general 
way, that the manufacture of and indulgence in intoxicating liquors may, 
in some far future of the world’s history, be numbered among the things 
of the past, but we are devoid of that active faith which believes, and acts 
upon the belief, in the near accomplishment of the much desired end. 

An honored P. G. W. P., in speaking of the cause of Temperance, said : 
u That cause was the original, and is now the true life of the Order, as the 
Order by the force of circumstances, through the providence of God, has in 
turn become the life of Temperance.” With the knowledge that upon our 
Order depends the hopes of thousands ; that we are looked upon as the 
leaders in the movement against the cohorts of intemperance, as the 
strong right arm of Temperance, how much more in earnest should we be. 
Brethren of the Grand Division of Pennsylvania, a mighty work, a heaven- 
sent mission has been committed to our charge. Are we thoroughly awake 
to the vital importance of the trust ? Much good has been accomplished 
by the advocates of Temperance within our own recollection ; enough, in- 
deed, to cheer our hearts, and give us confidence and hope for the future. 
Let me urge you, brethren, by your every hope of happiness in this life 
and immortal joys in the life which is to come, to be “active in season and 
out of season,” in devising measures to secure the triumphant success of 
our principles. \ 

I am pleased to see a desire for public meetings gaining ground. Is it 
wise to confine our work to the Division Rooms, when a wider and more 
fruitful field lies open before us f A difficulty has existed in securing the 
services of competent lecturers, owing to the want of means to defray the 
necessary expenses ; but, brethren, because we cannot secure world- 
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renowned orators, should we abstain from all public efforts T Let us hare 

more public meetings, by all means. 1 

The celebration of the twenty- first Anniversary of our Order in this citjv 
on the 29th of September last, was one of the largest and most enthusias- 
tic meetings ever held in this or any other city. The Sons and Lady Vis- 
itors, with their friends, were out in large numbers, filling the vast audience 
chamber to its utmost capacity, and the eloquent words of -wisdom and 
truth were listened to with great attention, showing the deep interest felt 
in the subject of Temperance. 

We owe much of the revival of interest at this time to the Lady Visitors. 
These ladies are ever active in the cause of Temperance. Feeling how vital 
to them is the prosperity of the Order and the cause we are endeavoring 
to advance, they are willing, in their sphere, to give us all the aid and 
encouragement in their power. In several instances, within my own obser- 
vation, Divisions almost expiring have been thoroughly revived by the 
Lady Visitors, and the apathy once thrown off, have become the most active 
Temperance organizations in the State. We need the aid of all who can 
be injured by rum, and we should be more earnest in inviting the women 
of our land to range themselves with us upon the £de of Temperance. 

You will see, by the report of the Committee on the State of the Order, 
that we have not only “held our own” during the year, bnt the figures 
show an increased membership over the last reports. An active Tempe- 
rance sentiment pervades every Division Room that it has been my privi- 
lege to visit, and I believe great good will result therefrom. 

I have to thank the bretlyen for the universal kindness and courtesy 
with which I have been received in my official and other visitations. Upon 
every occasion I have received “ a brother’s hand and a brother’s welcome.” 
My thanks are also due, and are here tendered to those of my brethren 
who accompanied me upon those visitations. I am proud to acknowledge 
here the encouragement and support which I received during my term of 
office, from the many active spirits in the Grand and Subordinate Divisions, 
My brother officers have always been found at their posts, faithfully dis- 
charging the honorable and sometimes onerous duties imposed upon them 
by the Grand Division. In closing this report I would respectfully, yet 
earnestly, call upon you, my brethren, to give your undivided support to 
my successor, whoever he may be, in order that the incoming year may be 
pleasant and profitable to all. Let harmony prevail among ns. Bickering 
and strife — valuable time wasted over trilling points of order — have too 
often characterized our meetings, and we should use all our influence to 
prevent their recurrence in the future. Remember, that every meeting 
night wherein the Division fails to do something towards the suppression 
of the vice of intemperance, is utterly wasted, and in too many instances 
it were -better that no meeting had been held. 

I have a firm and abiding faith in the ultimate triumph of our principles*. 
In imagination I see the time when intemperance shall be driven from our 
land ; when this foul blot of drunkenness, which “ blights all that is great 
and good in humanity,” shall have been swept by the bright wings of the 
Angel of Light into bottomless perdition; when there shall be no more 
tears shed over drunkard’s graves ; no more heart-burnings ; no more sor- 
rowing; no more despair; and light and love beam forth with ever increas- 
ing brightness. Over the land we love— our own sore-tried but proud 
America — what joy and gladness will reign. We read of the millennium, 
when the lion and the lamb shall lie down together ; oh, my brethren, 
banish this wicked traffic in intoxicating liquors, and the immortal joy# 
whioh are thus foretold, will indeed be ours. 

In surrendering the authority which your suffrages vested in nle, you 
have my best wishes for your individual prosperity. Ever bear in mind 
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the beautiful motto of Out Order, “Love, Purity and Fidelity.” And when 
your own stars shall set at life’s close, may they 

w 8etu Mts the morning star, that goes 
Not down behind the darkened West, nor hides 
Ob son red, amid the tempests of the sky, 

Bat melts away into the light of Heaven.’*

pay, his benefits shall bo reduced to two dollars per week ; and any bro- 
ther who has received forty dollars, his benefits shall be reduced to one 
dollar per week.” 

The query suggested by this appellant is, whether this Resolution be- 
came operative subsequent or prior to its adoption ; and was educed by rear- 
son of the following circumstance t — 

Upon May 11th, the R. S. was directed to draw an order on the Treasurer 
in favor of a brother who had been receiving the benefits from the Division 
for more than a year. The question arose as to the effect of this Resolu- 
tion upon his case, “ when, by common consent, the time when the fore- 
going rule was viewed as becoming operative, was declared to be the first 
day of January, 1863.” And the order was drawn in the sum of “one 
dollar for one week’s benefits.” Subsequently the W.. P. was called upon 
and gave, as his decision, “ that the Division could not pass a Resolution 
to become operative in time prior to its adoption.” Upon the rendition of 
which, an appeal was taken to the Division, and the decision was over- 
ruled ; hence this appeal. 

The Board of Discipline concur in the view of the W. P., that all laws, 
legitimately, are prospective, and have relationship alone to the future ; to 
admit any other construction would lead to endless broils and difficulties, 
and render insecure the whole fabric we have so earnestly striven to rear; 
confidence Would bo destroyed, and every petty clique or combination 
which might be formed, be made an engine for evil and contentious rule. 
Divisions are so free to act in all that pertains to their financial matters, 
that no such extraordinary procedure is neceasaiy to husband their re- 
sources. 
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Believing that snob a construction is the only equitable one, we submit 
for your approval the following : —

Altogether the meeting was entirely successful, and gave universal satis- 
faction to all interested in the Temperance cause.

Resolved, That the sincere and hearty thanks t>f the Grand Division be, 
and they are hereby tendered to P. G. W. P., William W. Axe, for the 
faithful discharge of his duties while G. W. P. of the State. His devotion 
to the cause of Temperance, and his earnest advocacy of the claima of the 
Order, is worthy of emulation by all who aspire to the honorable and re- 
sponsible position from which he has just retired.

The Committee upon the Annual Report of the G. W. P., respectfully 
report that they have given the matter their careful consideration, and sub- 
mit the following in reference to- the subjects therein referred to: 
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1. In common with the G. W. P., we lament the fact that war’s alarms 
on onr borders, and the “ march of hostile armies on our own soil” during 
the year, have called members of the Order from their homes, and in some 
instances 'necessitated the closing of Division Rooms. But, we see in this 
exhibition of patriotism on the part of our membership, ground for hope. 
What if Division rooms were temporarily closed to repel an invading foe ? 
The men who rushed to the rescue of their country in the hour of danger, 
will yet overwhelm the hosts of intemperanoe with a worse than Gettys- 
burg defeat. 

2. We congratulate the members of the Grand Division upon the fact 
referred to by the G. W> P.> that the “desire for public meetings is gaining 
ground.” The machinery of our Order is right. Let it be worked to its 
full capacity ; and, in addition to interesting Division room meetings, let 
outside public temperance meetings be held everywhere. 

3. The Celebration of the Twenty-first Anniversary of the Order was a 
decided success, and reflected great credit upon the G. W. P., the G. S., 
and the Committee of Arrangement, and was undoubtedly of great advan- 
tage to the Order. 

4. The fact that the present Report shows an increase of members over 
the last report, furnishes, under the present trying circumstances, ground 
for encouragement for the future and reason for gratitude to Almighty God. 

5. We would assure the G. W. P. that the gratification he has felt in 
his intercourse With the members of the Grand Division has been mutual ;

The Board of Discipline presented the following Report : 

Appeal of W. Shafer from the action of Tullytown Division , No. 138, Son* 
of Temperance. 

The proceedings of the Division in the case embraced in this appeal are 
characterised by the utmost irregularity. A charge for violation of Art. II. 
of the Constitution was brought against one of the members — David Green. 
The charge was not referred to a committee, but, two weeks after the 
charge was presented, Brother Green, upon motion, was reinstated into full 
membership, notwithstanding he had made no acknowledgment to the 
Division of a violation by him of the pledge. Inasmuch as by this action 
of the Division, Brother Green has been restored to the position he held 
before the charge was made — no harm has been done him ; unless the Di- 
vision shall consider that the honors attained by the member have been 
forfeited — which is not the case. 

In respect to the withholding of the password from the brother, be- 
cause he had become over four months in arrears to the Division, this' 
action of the W. P. was plainly at variance with chap. 5, sec. 2, of the Code 
of Laws. If expulsion cannot be inflicted for non-payment of dues during 
any period less than twelve months, it is evident that a member cannot 
be deprived of so important a right of membership in the Order as the pos- 
session of the current password, by which alone he can enjoy intercourse 
with other Divisions. 
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The Board of Discipline would earnestly’ recommend to the Brothers of 
Tullytown Division, and of all other Divisions, greater care in the admin- 
istration of the laws. Were the necessary care in this respect more gene- 
rally observed, the appeals which come up to the G. D. would not exhibit 
such discreditable looseness of proceedings as that under consideration. 

The Board recommend the adoption of the following Resolutions : 

1st. Resolved , That Brother David Green, not having been legally tried 
for a violation of any law of the Order, stands in precisely the same situa- 
tion in respect to his Division as he did before the charge was brought 
against him. 

2nd. Resolved , That although the wording of the appeal in the case of 
Brother Green is so obscure as to render it difficult to understand its full 
import, still enough has been gleaned from it, and from the no less obscure 
copy of the minutes of the Division in reference to the case, to satisfy the 
Grand Division that the proceedings of Tullytown Division in the case of 
Brother Green have been altogether irregular — while the action of the W. 
P. in refusing the Brother the current password, on the plea that he was 
over four months in arrears for dues, was unwarranted by law. If it is of 
these things the appellant complains his appeal is sustained.

The Board of Discipline presented the following Report in the 
case of Brother Joseph S. Longshore v. Excelsior Division, No. 
205 . 

v 

Brother Joseph S. Longshore appeals from the action, in his case, of 
Excelsior Division, No. 205, S. of T. It appears that Brother Longshore 
had been in the receipt of benefits from the Division, on account of sick- 
ness, from the 21st of February, 1863, to the 24th of December of the same 
year. On the last mentioned date the Visiting Committee reported to the 
Division that Brother Longshore continued sick, and was entitled to one 
week’s benefits ; a motion was made to draw an order for the benefits thus 
reported due, which, on being put to the Division, was negatived. Against 
this action of his Division. Brother Longshore remonstrated in writing, 
requesting an investigation, in default of which he announced his intention 
to appeal to the Grand Division. The remonstrance of Brother Longshore 
was referred to a committee of investigation, before which Committee the 
Brother appeared and answered the interrogatories put to him by its mem- 
bers. 

The Committee reported that, inasmuch as Brother Longshore, who i§ a 
practitioner of medicine, was in the habit, as he admitted, of giving advice 
to suoh patients as called at hid office, and received for such advice pay, 
besides being allowed one half of the fees received by the physician who 
visited for him his out-door patients, he was* not prevented by his sickness 
from following his usual avocations, and, in consequence, was not entitled 
to benefits. 

It is very evident that Exoelsior Division erred in refusing to draw an 
order for the benefits reported to be due to Brother Longshore by the Vis- 
iting Committee. If oircumstanoes had come to the knowledge of any 
member of the Division that the Brother had been imposing upon the Di- 
vision, by receiving benefits to which he was not justly entitled, it was the' 
duty of that member to have the report of the Visiting Committee laid 
upon the table while he preferred charges against the offending Brother ; 
Which oharges should have been investigated and reported to be sustained, 
before benefits were withheld. 
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Inasmuch, however, as Brother Longshore, in place of appealing at once 
from the erroneous action of his Division, addressed to the latter a written 
remonstrance, requesting an investigation in his case, he gave to them the 
right to refer the remonstrance to a committee, and to investigate the cir- 
cumstances which led to the withholding of his benefits, without the neces- 
sity of any formal charge being preferred. How far the facts reported by 
the Committee of Investigation bear out its conclusion, that the Brother, 
namely, was not entitled to the benefits allowed by the Division in case of 
sickness, the Division is the sole judge. It is certainly shown by the 
Report that the Brother was entirely incapacitated from attending to the 
most important and weighty department of his duties as a physician — the 
attendance upon his patients at their homes. We would suggest, for the 
candid consideration of Excelsior, and other Divisions of the Sons of Tem- 
perance, whether it is right to withhold from a sick Brother his benefits 
merely from the fact that he keeps up his business through the agency of 
another, at a very heavy loss. 

Under all the circumstances connected with the action of Excelsior Divi- 
sion, in the case of Brother J. S. Longshore, the Board , of Discipline can 
pursue no other course than to present for the adoption of the Grand Pivi- 
sion the following resolution : — 

Resolved , That the appeal of Brother Longshore be dismissed.

Division by P G. W. P., Robert M. Foust. 

The Committee- on Excursion to Atlantic City, through their 
Secretary, Brother Alexander Sloan, of Philadelphia Division, 
No. 1, reported the progress the Committee had made in their 
arrangements. No action was taken on this report, it being 
merely a report of progress. 

Brother John C. Maguigan, of No. 21, offered the following 
resolution, which was adopted, vii :

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The Grand Worthy Patriarch presented the following report : 

Philadelphia, Oct. 26 , 1864 . 

To the Officer » and Member » cf the Grand Division of the Son* of Tempe- 
rance of Pa. 

Worthy Brothers : — There are a thousand things in this world which 
afflict and sadden mankind ; bnt oh ! how many that are soothing and com- 
forting. The world teems with beauty — with objects which gladden the 
eye and warm the heart. There are ills, too, that we cannot escape — the 
approach of disease and death ; the sundering of earthly ties ; the canker- 
worm of grief ; whioh cannot, in a well balanced mind, but teach resigna- 
tion and submission. The curse of intemperance, interwoven as it is with 
all the ligaments of society, never strikes but to destroy. There is not one 
bright page upon the records of its progress ; nothing to shield it from the 
heartiest execrations of the human race. Its existence is a blot upon 
society, and mars the intercourse between man and man. 

We are too selfish, we live as if the world was made for us alone. How 
much happier should we be were we to labour more earnestly to promote 
the good of our fellow beings. If we were to act thus there would be sun- 
shine in most hearts. It is the great duty of man to be active — possessing 
talents capable of endless improvement, and surrounded with objects on 
whose present interest and future destiny he may exert an important influ- 
ence, he is urged by every personal consideration, by the voice of God and 
humanity to do with his might whatever is presented in his sphere of 
action. His usefulness in life, his own improvement and distinction alike 
demand his active exertions ; whatever be the object of pursuit it is to be 
gained not by indolent repose, but by indomitable perseverance. By noble 
and vigorous enterprise it is that firmness of purpose, that ardor of soul 
which shrinks at no discouragement, startles at no false alarm, but with 
an eye fixed steadily on the object of pursuit, makes its way with resistless 
energy to victory ; it is this which should characterize the efforts of tem- 
perance men, and give the cause a reputation and a name which will de- 
scend to distant generations. Brothers, let me urge you to increased 
activity and exertion in the work of the Order, and in the amelioration of 
the condition of our race. True, our individual efforts may appear insig- 
nificant, and though we may not be able to startle the world by the accom- 
plishment of great or daring exploits, yet we may, in the exercise of an 
unwearied zeal, leave impressions of usefulness along our pathway in life 
that shall blossom for the enjoyment of our sons and daughters from the 
tomb: — 


" Honor and shame from no oondition rise, 

Act well your part, there all the honor lies.'* 

Could we, my brethren, properly estimate the influence which our con- 
duct daily, hourly, and steadily exerts upon those around us, how much 
more watchful and circumspect would we be, both in word and action ; 
therefore we must hang out our banner high, and let it float in the free 
air of heaven, having inscribed upon its ample folds, Temperance, Love, 
Purity and Fidelity, now and forever. Oh ! ye who have rallied under that 
banner, who are bound together by its mystic ties, and marching with 
gigantic strides in one solid phalanx towards the goal of triumph, be not 
discouraged — let your watchword be victory ! let this spirit guide you. and 
may yeu never grow weary nor faint by the way. Perhaps no one evil has 
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wver so cursed individuals and communities as intemperance ; its very his- 
tory is written in blood and tears ; it has checked the progress of religion 
and truth, and created oceans of crime, pauperism and woe. It is here, 
then, that we are called upon to use our individual efforts in crushing this 
toe to society. Brethren, there are hands that beckon us on, and sweet 
voices that call us to exert our best efforts to benefit our fellow man. 

Reports of Deputies. — I have to deplore the*remissness of many of my 
Deputies. I have received the required reports from only fifteen deputies, 
'while forty have not seen fit to give any account of the Divisions placed 
under their care. This is greatly to be regretted. I would respectfully 
suggest that the deputies read their commissions, at least once a quarter, 
und then follow their instructions. 

Justice to those who have been true to their obligations in this respect 
prompts me to specify those who have been faithful. I have received 
reports from the deputies of the following Divisions, viz : No’s 1,5, 7, 12, 
20, 21, 30, 36, 38, 55, 48, 49, 385, 544. From the reports I learn that many 
of the Divisions have been doing a noble work during the past year. One 
deputy says, “We have been holding public meetings, and have received 
much benefit therefrom ; and we are in a more healthy condition than we 
have been for four years, and many wives and mothers are thankful, and 
wish us God-speed. Our Division room is becoming too small to hold us ; 
nine months ago we could not get a quorum ; our usual attendance at pre- 
sent is fifty, and we have, in the last year, admitted fifty-six members.’ 1 
This is heart-cheering to us. Another deputy says : “ I have instituted, 
according to your authority, Jones Division, No. 544, and the Division pro- 
mises to be one of the most flourishing in this vicinity.” 

Another says : “ The Division I have under my charge is doing better 
than it has for some time past ; and we intend to do better, with the assist- 
ance of God.” 

Another says : “ The Division under my charge, it may truly be said, is 
filled with lif^and energy. We have done more in the last year than we 
have for years ; and we are in a prosperous condition.” There are many 
similar reports with which I shall not tax your time and attention. I 
enjoy the gratification of being able to inform you, that not alone from the 
reports of deputies, but from a personal knowledge of the fact, I am enabled 
to make a favorable report of the condition of the Order in this State, hav- 
ing officially visited most of the Divisions. The Order continues to increase 
both in harmony and usefulness, and amongst its members a good frater- 
nal feeling exists in Pennsylvania. 

In the midst of our prosperity let us not forget that our thanks are due 
to the Supreme Maker of the universe for these favors, and pray that under 
His guidance, we and all Sons of Temperance may so work as to bring 
down continued blessings upon our Institution. 

Public Meetings. — Many publio meetings have been held under the 
auspices of the Divisions, and some have held public installations, which 
have done much to influence public opinion and to attract the attention of 
the young. I would recommend that the Grand Division and its subordi- 
nate Divisions hold as many publio meetings as they conveniently can, 
that they may show to the world that the cause of Temperance is moving 
onward and upward. It behooves us, brethren, at this time to leave 
nothing undone whereby we oan gain proselytes to our principles. 

Excursion . — During the past summer the Grand Division made an 
excursion to Atlantic City, which was well attended, and created much 
good feeling. In this we were also financially benefitted. I would most 
respectfully recommend that the Grand Division take into consideration* at 
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some subsequent session, the propriety of getting up another one at a 
suitable season. 

The Bible . — With due respect to Subordinate Divisions, it is hoped that 
in future no Division will open its session without having a portion of the 
Sacred Scriptures read. The Bible is placed among our emblems because 
it is the fountain frcm whence we draw instruction ; the storehouse from 
whence our doctrines are derived. Our teachings are found in its sacred 
pages ; it is our guide both in faith and practice ; its promises cheer ; its 
doctrines instruct, and its precepts guide us — let us not then ignore its 
presence amongst us. 

Quarterly Sessions . — All of our Quarterly Sessions w^rc characterized by 
great harmony and unanimity, and each of the brethren present seemed 
to have a full realizing sense of pleasure. In all the places at which they 
were held, I may safely say the work goes bravely on. 

New Division . — During the year there were five Charters granted, and 
five Divisions instituted — four of them in the military hospitals of Phila- 
delphia. I am gratified in being able to state that they are all in a pros- 
perous and healthy condition. It gives me pleasure to state that I was 
present, and instituted four of them. 

National Division . — It was my privilege to attend the last Annual 
Meeting of the National Division of North America, and it proved a very 
pleasant and harmonious session. The particular work done has been 
presented by the Grand Scribe in his Report. The Representatives present 
from Pennsylvania, were John C. Sims, W. W. Axe, Benjamin Lochman, 
Charles S. Massey, and T. Russling Davis. 

To the Grand Scribe, whose courtesy and attention have contributed so 
largely to the lightness of my official labors, I am much indebted. I am 
gratified in being able to say, that no pains were spared on his part at any 
time, to comply with my demands. I congratulate him upon the noble 
manner, and the zeal with which he conducts the business of his office. 
Long may he live to fill that responsible position, and to work in the glo- 
rious cause of Temperance. 

Thanks are due to the Grand Treasurer for his kindness and attention. 

Thanks are due to the Grand Conductor for his attention during his stay 
in the city, he having left his home and fireside to fight the battles of our 
country, and assist in putting down the wicked rebellion. May he speedily 
return in safety to his home and his Division. 

My thanks are due to the Grand Sentinel for his attentiveness ; he was 
ever ready to perform the duties assigned him. 

To the Board of Discipline, Board of Publication, Finance Committee, 
and other committees, I am under many obligations. 

Representatives, the term for which I was elected to the distinguished 
station of Chief Executive Officer of our Order in Pennsylvania, is now 
about expiring ; yet but a few sands are to fall, and this post of honorable 
duty which has known me so long shall know me no more. I put off the 
harness of office with my heart brimfull of friendship for all whom I have 
ever met under the shadow of this great tent, and overflowing with grati- 
tude to this exalted body for the confidence it has so often manifested, and 
the honors it has so plentifully bestowed upon me. I cannot close without 
expressing my warmest thanks to the members of this Grand Division. I 
have to thank the Brethren for the universal kindness and courtesy with 
which I have been received in my official visitations, from all and in all 
points of the State which I have visited. I have uniformly experienced in 
these visits the most marked kindness and respect. 

We have abundant grounds to return thanks to the Divine Ruler and 
Disposer of all things for his mercy and goodness towards our Order. Let 
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08 take the exemplification of his mercy 1 as a token of his approval of our 
purposes. Let us not rest until the glorious cause of Temperance shall 
Ixave been disseminated throughout the kingdoms of the earth.

To ike Grand Division of the Sons of Temperance of Pennsylvania: 

By a Resolution of the Grand Division, adopted at its Annual Session of 
1855, the G. W. P., the acting P. G. W. P., and the G. Scribe were consti- 
tuted a Committee on the state of the Order, to report at each Annual 
Session. In compliance with the duty thus enjoined upon it, the Commit- 
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tee beg leave to report that, from the most reliable data within its reach, 
there were in operation at the last Annual Session, held October 28th, 
1863, seventy-one Divisions. There has been no Charter surrendered 
during the year. Several Divisions reported at that time as in a languish- 
ing condition, have failed to report, but we are in receipt of information 
that they desire to retain their Charter, and anticipate resuming active 
operations at an early day. The number of initiations into the Order 
during the past year, from the reports received, were 680; the expulsions 
reported, 387. Whole number of members, 3,643. Lady Visitors, 2,712. 
Charters have been granted, and Divisions instituted in Satterlee, Sixteenth 
and Filbert, Broad and Cherry, and Christian Street Hospitals, in which 
large numbers of the soldiers have been initiated into the Order, and are 
active and deeply interested in enlisting their associates in the cause, and 
many of them are anxious to take cards showing their connexion with the 
Order, not only when they receive their dismission to return to their homes, 
but also when they are sent to the front ; and the influence of our Order 
is thus spread through the land, and infused into the ranks of our noble 
and gallant army. These Divisions have paid for their Charters and books, 
but the question of requiring them to pay the usual per capita tax, is 
respectfully referred to the Grand Division, for such action as in their 


wisdom may be deemed proper.

Henby H. Jagoe, 
vs. 

Fraternal Division, 

No. 49, S. of T. , 

It appears that on the first of August, 1864, Brother Jagoe applied to 
Fraternal Division, of which he was a member in good standing, for the 
benefits allowed by its By-laws to its members in case of sickness. Upon 
this application the Visiting Committee reported, August 8th, 1864, that 
“ for prudential reasons they were not prepared to say that the Brother was 
entitled to benefits.” The prudential reasons referred to were explained 
at the meeting of the Division held August 15th, 1864. The statements 
made by the Committee did not involve any question of Brother Jagoe ’s 
fidelity to his pledge nor of his sickness ; the Division, nevertheless, by a 
vote refused to allow to Brother Jagoe the benefits claimed by him. 

At the meeting of August 22d, 1864, charges were regularly preferred 
against Brother Jagoe for imposition on the Division, “ he having repre- 
sented himself to be, at the time of his initiation, 54, when it is believed 
that he was sixty years old.” We would here remark, that such act of 
imposition is not included among the prudential reasons which influenced 
the Visiting Committee in withholding from the Brother his benefits. 

The Committee to whom the foregoing charge was referred for investiga- 
tion, presented a majority and minority report at the meeting of the 
Division, held September 5th, 1864. The first, that the charge was, and 
the second that it was not sustained. The majority report was sustained 
by the vote of the Division. But at the meeting of October 10th, 1864, 
upon a motion being put to expel the Brother, it was negatived by a vote 
of six for, and twelve against expulsion. It appears that, by a most 
irregular proceeding, a motion to suspend was renewed two meetings sub- 
sequently, — October 24th, 1864, and was again negatived. 

Brother Jagoe’s benefits being still withheld from him, the Brother appeals 
from the action of Fraternal Division to the Grand Division. 

From the statement of the proceedings of Fraternal Division, in the 
matter thus submitted to our decision, as shown by the abstract of the 
minutes of said Division furnished by its Secretary, it is very evident that 
Brother H. H. Jagoe is a member in full standing of Fraternal Division, 
and ha$ been so from the date of his application for benefits, August 1st, 
1864. As from the Report of the Visiting Committee, in the case of Bro- 
ther Jagoe, it is found that he remained sick up to the 19th of September, 
1864, consequently, he is entitled to benefits for seven weeks preceding 
that date, and for whatever time he shall have remained sick subsequently. 

The Board of Discipline would present, therefore, the following resolu- 
tions, namely : — 

Resolved 1st, That the appeal be sustained. 

Resolved 2d, That Fraternal Division, No. 49, S. of T., be directed to pay 
to Brother H. H. Jagoe, seven weeks’ benefits, being the amount due him 
up to September 19th, 1864. 

Resolved 3 d, That if the said brother should prove satisfactorily that, 
subsequently to the 19th of September, 1864, he was prevented by reason 
of sickness from attending to his ordinary or other occupation, he will be 
entitled to his benefits for such period of time, also ; and Fraternal Division

Your Executive Committee appointed to adopt such means as they might 
deem advisable to promote the interests of the cause of Temperance, and 
strengthen the Order of the Sons of Temperance, 

Respectfully Report, that they met at the office of the Grand Division on 
Saturday evening, December 10th, and organized by the election of J. C. 
Maguigan of No. 21, Chairman, and Alexander Sloan of No. 1, Secretary ; 
and after a general interchange of opinion, it was determined that the best 
way to accomplish the object of their appointment, was to hold a series of 
public meetings in various parts of the City. It was also determined to 
have a circular address, prepared and printed, for distribution at these 
meetings, urging the claims of the Order, and also, containing a Directory 
of the City Divisions, with the name and address of the R. S. of each Division. 
Ten thousand copies of this circular are to be printed, and distributed in 
this way. Your Committee also thought it advisable to add to the fund 
placed at their disposal, by having a Lecture delivered at Concert Hall by 
General S. F. Carey, of Ohio ; Brother Carey was written to, and consented 
to deliver a Lecture on Temperance in this City, about the latter part of 
January or the beginning of February, for one hundred dollars. Your 
Committee accepted the proposal of Brother Carey, and fixed the 26th day 
of January as the time for having the Lecture delivered. Brother Carey 
was informed by letter, and also by telegraph of our determination, and 
Concert Hall was engaged for the evening of the 26th of January, with the 
understanding, that if the time did not suit Brother Carey, we would then 
commence our series of Meetings at Concert Hall on that evening. Bro- 
ther Carey having failed to answer our letter or telegram, we have 
determined to hold a Public Mass Meeting at Concert Hall on Thursday 
evening, January 26th. Three thousand cards of admission have been 
printed for gratuitous distribution, and we believe that a large and 
respectable meeting will be the result of this effort. Your Committee 
have held four meetings, and although each member of the Committee has 
been notified of the time and place of meeting, the average attendance has 
not been more than one half the membership of the Committee, and it is 
hoped that hereafter we will have the hearty co-operation of the whole 
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Committee, believing that if a united effort is made, much good will 
be accomplished. 

It is the intention of your Committee to follow up this meeting at 
Concert Hall with public meetings in various parts of the city, until 
public opinion is fully aroused to the importance of the glorious cause 
in which we are engaged, the redemption of man from the bondage of 
intemperance. Your Committee have had no official statement from any 
Division as to the amount of money they would contribute to aid this 
glorious work, but we believe that when the campaign is fully opened 
and the result of our efforts are visible, the Divisions in this city will 
'Contribute liberally, to aid in the prosecution of the means proposed by 
this Committee for the advancement of the interests of our Order.

Brothers : — The Constitutional period for the assembling of the Grand 
Division has arrived, and I am called upon to present my first Quarterly 
Report. 

So far as I have been enabled to ascertain the condition of the Order in 
this jurisdiction, it is encouraging; I am engaged in paying a series of 
official visits to the various Divisions located in the City of Philadelphia.

Officers and Brothers : — We meet under solemn circumstances. The 
hand of Jehovah has been laid heavily upon us. At the very moment 
when the nation’s cup of joy seemed full — when the old flag was waving 
over the ruins of that fortress, where four years before, it had first been 
assailed by traitors — when the largest and most obstinate army of the 
rebellion, commanded by the ablest of traitors, had surrendered to our con- 
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quering heroes — when every loyal heart was full of joy at what had been 
accomplished, and of hope that soon this most wicked rebellion would be 
ended — at that moment the cup of joy was dashed from us by the cowardly 
and brutal assassination of our beloved, honored, upright President, Abra- 
ham Lincoln. 

Moved by the same spirit that led to the murder, by the slow process of 
starvation of hundreds of our brave men in southern prisons, the leaders 
of the rebellion at the south, and their sympathisers in our own midst did 
not hesitate at any act of infamy, not even the murder of every member 
of the government, if thereby they might advance their unholy cause. 
But though one whom we loved and trusted so much has been taken 
away so suddenly, as if to teach us that we are not to place confidence in 
any arm of flesh, let us thank God, that the cause of our country and of 
liberty have not suffered. God lives , though Abraham Lincoln is dead. 
Liberty and the Union will live though hundreds more should be slain as 
martyrs in ther defence. I would respectfully suggest that in view of this 
sad event, it is proper for the Grand Division to place on record some 
suitable expression of their feelings in regard thereto. 

Since my last report Charters have been granted for the organization of 
two new Divisions. 

Soldiers Home Division, No. 10, located at the U. S. Military Hospital at 
Germantown ; and Loyal Division, No. 11,, located at Mahanoy City, Schuyl- 
kill County.

I have visited the Divisions in Philadelphia in company with the Grand 
Officers and a number of visiting brethren ; I found them in a prosperous 
condition.

In some jurisdictions, circulars setting forth the benefits of the Order, 
and inviting co-operation, have been issued and forwarded to clergymen 
and other influential persons. I would suggest that such a circular be 
issued under the authority of this Grand Division, and every well disposed 
person in the State urged to enlist with us in this noble cause. 

Brethren, the sympathies of the good are evidently with us. There is a 
greater willingness manifested to unite with us than for many years 
previous. Let us go forth to our work with a firm trust that God will 
bless us. Let us be faithful and true, and we shall triumph.

The Charter Committee respectfully report that, on the 17th of March, 
1865, they granted a Charter to organize a Division, to be located in the 
U. S. Hospital at Germantown, to be called Soldiers’ Home Division, No. 10. 
The G. W. P. and officers of the Grand Division, with several members of 
the Grand Division, instituted the Division on Friday evening, March 17th, 
1865, and installed their officers on the 25th of March, 1865. The Com- 
mittee also granted a Charter to organize a Division in Mahanoy City, to be 
called “The Loyal Division, No. 11.” This Division has not yet been 
organized, in consequence of their inability to obtain a suitable room to 
meet in. One of the members is building a Hall, which it is expected will 
be finished about the 1st of May, when the Division will be organized.

The Special Committee on Public Meetings, and having in 
charge the subject of employing a Public Lecturer, made the 
following report : 
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To the G. W. P. and Members of the Grand Division , Sons of Temperance 

of Pennsylvania : \ 

Brothers : — The Committee appointed at a Special Session of the Grand 
Division, held December 3d, 1864, to devise measures for the advancement 
of our Order and the promotion of the cause of Temperance, and to whom 
was appropriated five hundred dollars, to aid them in carrying out such 
measures as they might deem advisable, respectfully present the following 
account of their stewardship : — Your Committee, one week after their ap- 
pointment met and organized, by appointing J. C. Maguigan, of No. 21, 
Chairman, and Alexander Sloan, of No. 1, Secretary, after a general inter- 
change of sentiment it was unanimously resolved, that the best way to 
accomplish the object of our appointment was by holding public tempe- 
rance meetings in various sections of the city, and wherever else they 
could be profitably held within the jurisdiction of this Grand Division. 
In accordance with this determination five meetings have been held in this 
city, as follows : one at Concert Hall, January 26th ; one at American Me- 
chanics’ Hall, February 17th; one at Ebenezer Church, Christian Street 
above Third, March 8th ; one at Kater Hall, March 21st ; and one at Green 
Hill Hall, Seventeenth and Poplar, on the 26th of April. These meetings 
have been profitable to the cause and highly creditable to the Order, and 
their fame and influence has extended far beyond the city limits, even to 
the banks of the Susquehanna river ; and a gentleman residing at Colum- 
bia, whose attention has been drawn to the Order by the advertising of the 
meetings, has opened a correspondence with the Chairman of your Com- 
mittee with a view to the organization of a Division at that place. The 
meetings held at Concert Hall, American Mechanics Hall, and Green Hill 
Hall were very large ; while the meetings held at Ebenezer Church and 
Kater Hall were not so large, owing to the inclemenoy of the weather on 
the evenings on which they were held ; but even they were not without 
their good results, and the advertisement of the meetings alone, has done 
much to bring the Order into notice, and give it a name and a place among 
the institutions of the land. 

Our Order has been so long idle and apparently indifferent to the ad- 
vancement of temperance principles in our city, that its influence has not 
been felt, and the existence of the Order has been almost ignored by the 
press of this city. Within the past two weeks, however, the publisher of 
one of the most influential daily papers of this city complimented the 
Order on its evident revival, and assured the Chairman of your Committee 
that so long as its public spirit endured, the columns of the Public Ledger 
were open to its praise, and on the next day the following notice appeared 
in the local editorial columns of that paper : 

11 The Sons of Temperance. — This organization is in quite a flourishing 
condition at the present time, many new members being admitted into the 
Order at the weekly meetings held by the various Subordinate Divisions. 
The Grand Division is doing much, not only to increase the membership of 
the Order, but to spread the principles of temperance throughout; the 
city. They are holding public mentings in Churches and Halls, and some- 
thing like the old feeling upon the subject of total abstinence, is being 
aroused in the community. At the last quarterly meeting of the Grand 
Division, held this week, resolutions in reference to the assassination of 
the late President were adopted.” 

While your Committee believe that much is needed to arouse the people 
of this City to the importance of the cause we are united to perpetuate, 
they tore not lost sight of the importance of agitating the cause of Tem- 
perance in other localities, and arrangements are in progress for holding a 
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public meeting at Abington, Montgomery county ; at which place there is 
a prospect of organizing a Division of our Order, and the public meeting 
is to be held in furtherance of that object. The propriety of securing a 
public lecturer to advocate the claims of our Order throughout our Com- 
monwealth, has received the earnest consideration of your Committee, and 
the principal obstacle that has presented itself is the difficulty of securing 
the right kind of a man for the work ; several have been suggested, but on 
making proper inquiry it was found that their characters were not above 
suspicion, and to employ such men to labor in the holy cause of Tempe- 
rance would be fatal to its best interests. 

Brother M. P. Gaddis, of Ohio, who did good service in this Common- 
wealth some two years ago, has been applied to, and your Committee 
expect to be able to secure his services for a few weeks during the coming 
summer, to advocate our cause in the interior of this State. 

In addition to the publio meetings held, your Committee have had 
10,000 circulars printed for distribution, a copy of which is herewith pre- 
sented. About one half of these circulars have been distributed at the 
meetings which have already been held in this city.

Brothers Luther S. Kauffman and Thomas M. Williams appeal from the 
action of the W. P. and members of United Division, No. 79, S. of T., in 
refusing admittance to a Lady Visitor to a regular meeting of the Division, 
held May 18th, 1865, on the plea that for the last few years she had not 
been a regular Visitor at the meetings of the Division. The refusal was 
first made by the W. P., and on an appeal being taken from his decision in 
the oase, the refusal was sustained by the Division. 

It is admitted that the lady had been regularly admitted as a Visitor to 
the Division, that she had never resigned or been expelled, and that no 
charges against her had been preferred. It is proper to remark, also, that, 
from 1861 to the fall of 1864, in consequence of many of its members being 
absent in the army, the Division was in a languishing condition, no meet- 
ings being held, for want of a quorum, for several weeks in succession. 
Now, it being a recognized principle in the Order, that no brother or sister 
can forfeit his or her membership excepting by some laches on his or her 
part, duly established after investigation, in conformity with the Constitu- 
tion and By-laws, or by resignation in writing, it is evident that in refusing 
admittance to the Lady Visitor in the case complained of, the W. P. and 
Members of United Division, No. 79, acted without any warrant of law, and 
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committed an act of injustice towards the lady who was excluded from the 
meeting of the Division held on the evening of May 18th, 1865. 1 

The Board of Discipline therefore present for adoption by the Grand 
Division the following resolution : 

Resolved , That United Division, No. 79, S. of T. be hereby directed to 
reinstate, into all her rights, as 'secured to any Lady Visitor of the Divi- 
sion by its Constitution or By-laws, the female who was refused admittance 
to the meeting of the Division held May 18th, 1865.

The Grand Worthy Patriarch presented the following report : 

To the Grand Division , Sons of Temperance , of Pennsylvania. 

Officers and Brothers : — We meet again 44 to deliberate on the means 
best adapted to promote the objects for whioh we are associated.” Let ns 
not forget that upon all our deliberations, and in all our undertakings, we 
need the blessing of Him without whose aid every human effort will come 
to naught. May His Spirit guide us at all times. 

I am glad to be able to report the cheering fact, that our Order continues 
to prosper gradually, but surely ; the membership are being aroused to the 
necessity of renewed and earnest efforts to advance our cause, and are 
realizing and endeavoring more fully to live up to their obligations to 
advance the interests of the Order. 

Since my last Report an application has been received and granted for 
Eureka Division, No. 16, located at Shamokin, Northumberland County. 
The Division was instituted on Friday evening, July 7th, by the G. 8., 
assisted by Brother P. W. P. John F. Cline, of No. 19. The Division was 
organized with fifteen members, among whom were three prominent cler- 
gymen of the place, as well as prominent business men of the borough. 
The prospects for usefulness are promising, and I doubt not, ere long this 
will be among our most flourishing Divisions. 

Loyal Division, No. 11, located at Mahanoy City, Schuylkill County, whose 
application for Charter was noticed in my last report, was instituted on 
the evening of June 27th, by the G. W. A., Brother Joseph P. Houck. 
The organization of this Division was delayed for want of a suitable place 
of meeting. This difficulty being removed by the erection of a Hall, the 
Division is now in working ordep. Brother Houck reports that 44 the appli- 
cants for the Charter are the best material for starting a Division that it 
has ever been my fortune to see. Men of intelligence, (one half of whom 
are able to give a good temperance talk J men who are popular, and have 
influence in the community in which they reside ; and above all, men who 
understand well the importance of the work they have undertaken, and 
will exert themselves zealously to carry out the glorious principles of our 
Order. I cannot but predict that the Division will excel, very soon, both 
in numbers and interest, any other Division in this vicinity.” 

At the recent session of the National Division a call issued for a National 
Convention of the friends of Temperance, to be held at Saratoga, N. Y., on 
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Tuesday, August 1st, was approved ; a number of the most experienced 
members appointed to represent the National Division in the said Con- 
vention, and a resolution adopted urging each Grand and Subordinate 
Division to send delegates. In accordance with this recommendation, I 
directed the Grand Scribe to issue a circular to the various Divisions in 
this jurisdiction, calling their attention to this matter. A copy of this 
circular is herewith submitted. I would suggest that the Grand Division 
appoint and commission a suitable number of delegates to the said Con- 
vention. 

I desire to call the attention of the Representatives present to the im- 
portance of making especial efforts to secure a large attendance of mem- 
bers at the Annual Session in Philadelphia, in October next. The large 
Hall of the National Guards has been secured, in which to hold the session. 
I am fully convinced that these annual gatherings, if largely attended by 
brethren from the country, would be productive of great good. Let every 
Division send at least one representative. Let us make the occasion of 
the Annual Session a jubilee. Let us come together with renewed zeal, 
renew our obligations, and thus go forth to a new campaign against the 
common enemy, fully equipped for the fight. Better days are dawning— 
days of hope and I trust, of triumph. Let us not slumber, but arouse 
and forward to the work.
